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ANNUITY SALES STILL INCREASING 


The experience of 27 life insurance companies, representing 
approximately 75% of the ordinary insurance in force in the 
United States, indicates an actual increase in the sale of 
annuities for the first six months of 1934 and a very probable 
increase for the year, according to a study completed by the 
Life Insurance Sales Research Bureau. 

New annuity premiums collected by these companies for the 
first six months of 1934 were $101,452,000 as compared to 
$171,569,000 for the whole year of 1933. 

Total annuity premiums were $124,765,000—as compared to 
208,694,000 for the same periods.

If new instead of total premium income were used the 
inroad of annuities would seem even greater. 

The chief causes of this continued increase in annuity 
sales are, obv.ously, lower interest rates and a fear of 
other forms of investments. More and more people are 
turning to annuities for a larger guaranteed income than 
they think they can get elsewhere. 

It is likewise obvious that this situation cannot exist 
indefinitely. The management of life insurance companies 
is not in the hands of magicians who can bring 5% bonds 
and mortgages rabbit-like out of a silk hat. 


THE HEALTHY MIDDLE WEST 

One section of the United States seems to have a 
chance for world longevity honors, accord.ng to statisti- 
cians of the Metropolitan Life Insurance Company, who 
report that South Dakota and five neighboring states 
are running New Zealand a close race for the distinction 
of being the healthiest area on the globe. Average length 
of life in South Dakota, Minnesota, lowa, North Dakota, 
Nebraska and Kansas is only a little below that in New 
Zealand, and is considerably above the average attained 
by the general population of this country. 

In discussing longevity in the West North Central 
States—which also includes Missouri, with a slightly 
poorer record than her sister states—the statisticians an- 
nounce that “we need no longer look abroad for a model 
of longevity, for in our own boundaries we have not only 
one state, but a whole group of states that has achieved 
an average length of life coming close to the world’s 
record established by New Zealand in 1931.”

ADDRESS the Insurance Advertising Confer- 
| Seen As insurance men, you are trustees of the 
savings of millions of people—thirty billions of sav- 
ings, to be exact, with an additional liability of 
hundreds of billions of dollars, representing sixty- 
odd millions of people. 


A trustee is one to whom something is committed 
to his care for use or safe-keeping, and for which 
account is to be rendered. As advertising men you 
are engaged in turning people’s minds to or toward 
something. 


A trustee has more than legal obligations; there 
is a transcendent moral duty, as great, perhaps, as 
any other in society. As trustees and advertising 
men, therefore, you have a duty today in advising 
those whose interests you represent of the hazards 
and risks, actual and potential, affecting the sound- 
ness and stability of the enterprise you are conduct- 
ing for them. A stewardship carries grave responsi- 
bility. It is my purpose to point out for your 
consideration some of those present and potential 
risks you face, and to suggest the need, and indeed 
the duty, of your calling them to the attention of 
those who have accepted your promise of trustee- 
ship. That is advertising in the larger sense. 


I have often been asked what in America exem- 
plifies most nearly my impression of American life 
and spirit. I have often thought of it. I answer 
unhesitatingly, insurance. Americans, since pioneer 
days, have hated dependency. They want to get on 
and up in the world by their own efforts. They 
have a horror of dependence upon relatives, upon 
charity, upon the “county,” and in its deeper as- 
pects, upon the State. It was this spirit that caused 
them to break away from the old world idea of 
government’s relation to the individual. The great- 
est manifestation of this spirit is before our eyes, 
yet how it lacks interpretation! It is in the fact that 
more than sixty millions of our population sacrifice 
and save to guarantee such independence and, as I 
have indicated, have set aside 28 billions of such 
savings to protect them in the event of death, sick- 
ness, accident, and old age; and to reimburse them 
for losses due to fire and other casualties. 


Just now we hear promises of politics to give 
every man security against unemployment, sickness 
and old age. It is a most worthy ideal. It appeals 





to all, rich and poor, high and low. It takes a 
persuasive voice indeed to get a hearing as to its 
practicality; much less as to the danger involved. 
Such government guarantee will impair and may 
even destroy this voluntary American institution, 
and in the destruction there will go something more 
valuable, the spirit back of that urge to provide for 
oneself. Even if it were practicable for the political 
organism to do this—which I doubt—the dollar- 
and-cent cost would be insignificant compared with 
the loss of incentive for thrift, self-dependence, an1 
obligation to family, which would inevitably follow. 

I regret to report that there is a growing tendency 
everywhere to shove responsibility onto other 
shoulders, to contend that society owes each man, 
regardless of his own effort, an easy living, and to 
expound the soft philosophy that by right, each of 
us, regardless of foolish mistakes, rash speculation, 
incompetency or plain laziness, should be main- 


tained by the industrious and the thrifty. 


These appear to me as dangerous doctrines to 
those who glory in the American spirit and Ameri- 
can progress of 150 years; as dangerous doctrines 
to those of you who are engaged in the application 
of an ideal wholly contrary to that of dependence 
upon others. 


I believe, furthermore, that if this idea gains head- 
way, as it seems to be doing, the fine flower of this 
American institution called insurance will wither 
and die. 

We are living in a time when the business of! 
risk bearing is beset with world-wide anxiety. In 
our own land confidence in the soundness and se- 
curity of our institutions has commanded its own 
particular premiums. Fear has been in the sadile 
for five years, and faith has been hard-ridden with 
doubt and misgiving. As the depression widened 
and deepened, the tests of individual courage and re- 
sourcefulness became more and more severe. In 
the common ordeal we have had occasion and oppor- 
tunity to learn again the lessons that the resources 
of the nation derive from the resourcefulness of the 
individual. You of all others are in a position to 
know that by the careful management of their priv- 
ate affairs, millions of Americans have served notice 
on the world that they are determined to keep the 
United States a going concern. You are in a posi-

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Passionate Conviction Is Necessary 





The Life Insurance solicitor should be a man who is not content 
to take a “dole,” either from a company or a general agent. 


No agent should be accredited to a company or to a general 
agency who has not a passionate conviction that he is bound to suc- 
ceed. Some persons turn to Life Insurance soliciting as-a dernier 
ressort, hoping that someone will be found to “carry them along” for 
six months or a year. 


A good idea was expressed at a recent convention of the Life 
Underwriters, when it was declared, in substance, that it was poor 
management to bring the business of Life Insurance down to the 
average agent instead of bringing all solicitors up to the high plane 
of Life Insurance. 


Agency supervision, daily meetings, reports, advance schedules, 
and like appurtenances are all right, of course—and very necessary 
too—but with all these details there must be a passionate conviction 
that their work is truly worthy and the results honorable. 





The man who is easily persuaded to take up the solicitation of 
Life Insurance because it guarantees him something to eat for a short 
period but who has not a consuming feeling that he must succeed, 
despite all handicaps, would better be left alone. 


True, education and pep meetings may convert him into a suc- 
cessful agent—such evangelizing processes ofttimes do this—but the 
man who has an “election” for the Life Insurance business is the man 
who succeeds. 


Man-power is a necessity, but it must be of the right sort. An 
agent whose predilection favors the job cannot help but succeed.

tion to see the most significant evidence of this 
faith in the future of the country, in the purchase of 
fourteen billion of life insurance a year, in the de- 
posit of three and a half billions of savings in pay- 
ment for life insurance alone. You are in a position 
to sense the development of an economic democ- 
racy, in the fact that sixty-three million Americans 
have voluatarily bought life insurance. 

When I am told that sixty per cent of the insur- 
ance in force is held by persons with average in- 
comes of less than $5,000 a year, not only am I 
further impressed with this exemplification of the 
American spirit, but also as well with the tenacious 
courage and resolute self-sufficiency of the Ameri- 
can people. What better than insurance fits into 
the scheme of our institutions! Nowhere is it more 
pronounced than in the lower income brackets. The 
charwoman, the porter, the waitress, the taxidriver, 
who resolve to provide their own umbrellas against 
the days of rain—what better exemplification of this 
intangible something we call the American spirit. 

Calvin Coolidge once took thought of these in- 
tangible values which should stand at the top of 
any list of our national assets. He said: 

“A policyholder is a better citizen. He has an 
interest in the well-being of the country that he 
has bought and paid for, a contract which guar- 
antees a liberal payment to him and his benefici- 
aries. He is on the road toward some degree of 
economic independence and equality. He can 
work for the country with the assurance that the 
country is working for him. When _ persons 
qualify to vote, they come into possession of a 
political estate in the nation. Insurance is of the 
essence of democracy.” 

But all this, you say, is an old story. Granted, 
but I recall to your minds a paradox which be- 
wilders me and should alarm you: while millions 
accept the American institution of insurance, many 
of them today attack the system which makes it 
possible. It is widely used, yet the system of which 
it is an integral part, and upon which it must de- 
pend for its very existence, is discredited and under 
attack by those same believers in, and users of, the 
institution of insurance. That is the amazing para- 
dox. 

There are millions today who pin their hope and 
faith to their insurance policies, yet go about bitterly 
assailing “capitalism.” Yet insurance represents the 
largest accumulation of capital, exclusive of the 
banks. And this aggregate is increasing at the rate 
of nearly two billions each year. What added diffi- 





culties we stock- and policy-holders are placing upon 
the shoulders of management in its job of investing 
that enormous sum wisely and profitably! We do 
this, Iam sure, thoughtlessly. Ninety-nine per cent 
of us are quick and ready to make a case for the 
trustees of our insurance savings because they 
finance government debts, nourish agriculture, acti- 
vate transportation, regenerate public utilities, 
stimulate construction and advance and expand a 
host of industrial enterprises. 

sut when we talk about capital, it is as if it were 
something mysteriously created in the world’s finan. 
ciaf centers. We pick up demagogic slogans, we 
belabor Wall Street as the monopolistic source of 
our economic sinews. With all our intelligence, we 
cannot seem to realize that capital is merely the 
savings of the pople collected by managements, | 
which insurance is one, and brought to an effective 
focus where those savings are pumped into trade 
and industry, quickening economic activity, furnish- 
ing markets, making more opportunity for jobs, and 
raising the standard of living by enlarging the bene- 
fits of workers and consumers alike. An attack 
upon capitalism is an attack upon insurance. A suc. 
cessful attack will bring the institution of insurance 
to its knees. 

Why the paradox? It has come about, for one 
thing, by our over-emphasis in the past upon the 
humanitarian and social benefits of insurance. Il’er 
haps it was not necessary then to educate the public 
as to its economic aspect. Personally, I think it is 
unfortunate that most people associate life insur- 
ance with death. My conception is that life insur 
ance is not alone for the man who dies. You do not 
have to die to win. The depression has done a part 
of your educational work for you. It has taught a 
good many of us that most of our investments, life 
insurance excepted, were not marketable at a rea- 
sonable valuation. That is progress of a sort, a 
sweet use of adversity. But it is doubtful if many 
of the sixty-three million policyholders made that 
discovery. And those who did quite likely did not 
have its significance impressed upon them. The) 
did not see the insurance company as a legitimate 
competitor for their investment dollar, with the 
banker and the stockbroker. It all comes of our 
saying to them “protect” and nothing but “pro- 
tect.” 

Your appeal to purchase has been largely senti- 
mental. Pictures of helpless widows and orphans. 
The wreckage of homes. The shame of improvident 
husbands and fathers. Doom, death and destruc- 
tion. 
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I plead for more emphasis on the joy of living. 
In a very real sense, life insurance is insurance for 
life. Death is not its goal. The idea of protection 
plus investment for future dividends of happiness 
and ease of mind, is a golden text for the times. 

You men are saturated with rates, with regula- 
tions, with mortality tables. Naturally you talk in 
terms of the technical aspects of your jobs. If you 
will think of yourselves as humanitarians, engaged 
in the great task of translating organized savings 
and the mathematics of experience into human 
values, my guess is that the people will listen to you 
as they never listened before. True, they will still 
be impressed by what your companies have done, 
with balance sheets, with gains over last year, 1n- 
creases in assets—these are all part of the story, 
hut the state of public thinking today, as never be- 
fore, demands a new chapter in bold-face type, a 
chapter that will explain the role of life insurance 
companies as unofficial reconstruction finance cor- 
porations; that life insurance dollars support the 
fundamental economic needs of American life. This 
basic economic fact is under fire everywhere and 
from unsuspected quarters. The agitation is bring- 
ing about a change, in that the savings of the people, 
instead of going into creative enterprise that make 
for continuous employment of labor, are diverted to 
government and expended upon non-creative enter- 
prise and upon products which enter into competi- 
tion with the people themselves. 

At a meeting of a group of teachers in Cleveland, 
the press reports that “the damnable capitalist sys- 
tem” was a text. A church group in convention re- 
cently solemnly resolved to devote their energies to 
the destruction of capitalism, to the elimination of 
the profit motive “so that holy love can prevail.” 
Increasing numbers are joining the movement of 
production for use only and not for profit. A Cabt- 
net ofhcial says we must not return to “the vomit 
of capitalism.” Another speaks of the “unregenerate 
adherents of the old order.” Such phrases are popu- 
lar. They meet the eye daily and the ear nightly. 
They are inciting people to envy and hate; they are 
dulling their senses to the loss of independence 
through the inevitable alternative, State socialism. 

Then, what is this “capitalism” which is so 
roundly denounced? Is it generally understood? 
ven by those who are loudest in condemning it? 
| think not. You and I and John Doe and Richard 
Roe spend a little less than we earn. We voluntarily 
pool these savings and lend them to (by buying 
bonds) or go into partnership with (by buying

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THE NATION’S BUSINESS—Continued 
stock) a group of men who employ them in some 
productive enterprise—an electric light plant, a de- 
partment store, an oil well. If we place these sav- 
ings in insurance, the company in turn places them 
likewise in productive enterprises. Similarly, if we 
place them on deposit in banks or in building and 
loan associations, such enterprises keep not only our 
savings at work, but, since they are productive— 
that is, kept constantly at work—provide continu- 
ous employment for men. 

When the State takes these savings by taxation 
and spends them on productive enterprises, we have 
state capitalism. When the State spends them on 
non-productive enterprises, on overhead, the 
amount left for productive enterprises is less. When 
profits—savings—dwindle because of business stag- 
nation, and the State continues its levy, there comes 
a time when there is nothing left for productive 
enterprise. The State might collect more, borrow 
and commit future savings, and spend. If it spends 
on productive enterprise, power plants, factories, or 
provides banking and mortgage facilities, it com- 
petes with the source of its revenue and ultimately 
dries it up, the while preventing the creation of and 
the development of new fields of business activity. 

No one yet has put his finger upon the major 
cause of this prolonged depression. Whereas in the 
twenties the political bodies took about one-sixth of 
the savings of the people for their non-creative en- 
terprises, during the thirties they are taking more 
nearly one-half. This deflection of savings from 
continuous job-producing activities—and no pros- 
pect of relief, rather the threat of more and more— 
can have no other result than stagnation of produc- 
tive effort. : 

Russia is today capitalistic. A compulsory, not 
voluntary capitalism. Russian rulers force phleg- 
matic peasants to consume less than they produce, 
collect the savings and put them into productive 
enterprises. 

Perhaps one reason why depressions always fol- 
low war is that the State must perforce collect too 
much of the nation’s savings to pay bills of de- 
struction, so that, ultimately, when the hysteria of 
war industry recedes, there comes the inevitable 
day of trial balance. 

In these modern days large-scale operation is 
necessary. Candles and a bundle of fagots are re- 
placed by a 100,000 horsepower generator. The 
savings of a thousand individuals must be pooled 
if we are to Carry on.

individuals is capitalism. Such pooling by the po- 
litical organism is state capitalism and in a democ- 
racy is not only involuntary but through taxation 
is compulsory. Furthermore, it transfers the hazard 
of operating from individual owners to political 
managers. 

Every step forward in economic progress since 
the world began has been through the‘ voluntary 
effort of individuals. The corollary is true: political 
organisms have never created wealth-producing 
enterprises. Walk down the street. These telephone 
and telegraph poles, rails, department stores, power 


plants, buildings—dwellings and commercial—the

airplane overhead, that radio aerial and motion pic- 
ture house, ships, coal mines, the oil derrick, the 
automobile—all the product of individuals cooperat- 
ing. The bank is a development of the jeweler who 
safeguarded his customers’ cash; the insurance com- 
pany began as a pooling of risks by traders. 

As Herbert Spencer points out, it took fifty years 
to sell the idea of city waterworks to Germany by 
the British engineers who developed them. Even 
the Post Office grew from the private collection and 
distribution of mail. 

State capitalism engages in nothing new. It sim- 
ply takes over what has already been pioneered. 
That has been the record. 

The capitalistic system is not fool-proof. It is far 
from perfect. Excesses and abuses there have been. 
No one condones them, but perspective should be 
preserved if sound premises are to be arrived at and 
a sound program laid down. When we read that a 
new social structure must be built on “the ruins of 
the past ;” that “the demonstrated failure of the old 
order leaves no alternative but a new one;” that 
“the profit system must go”—there is sore need for 
qualification.

business was the wonder of the world. Commis- 
sions, private and official, came to our shores to 
Study and report. It might be well to recall the 
substance of their findings as a sort of reminder: 

“With seven per cent of the world’s people, the 
United States has more purchasing power than 
all Europe combined. This little group has cre- 
ated and owns more than half the world’s wealth. 
From six per cent of the world’s acreage they 
harvest more than half the world’s foodstuffs. 
Sixty per cent of the minerals are extracted in 
America. Half the communication facilities, 
nearly half the railways and electrical energy, 
have been developed and are in use here. Indi- 
vidual transportation is triumphantly interpreted 
in the production of 92 per cent of the automobile 
output, which is operated on 600,000 miles of 
paved highways. 

“This seven per cent maintains a standard of liv- 
ing which consumes half the world’s coffee, half 
of its tin, half of its rubber, one-fourth of its sugar, 
three-fourths of its silk, one-third of its coal, two- 
thirds of its crude petroleum. 

“In 1933 more than three billion dollars were 
spent on education, an amount that topped the 
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total spent by all other countries. Nowhere are 

there such luxurious buildings, such a wealth of 

educational facilities. European schools enroll 
only a small percentage of the number of children 
attending American schools. 

“Real and practical independence for women: 
the “old order” provided gainful occupations for 
11,000,000 women, assimilating 7,000,000 since 
1900, 

“The American Plan produced three times as 
much as the whole world has been able to pro- 
duce up to 1776, and distributed it so widely that 
the condition of the average man became a mag- 
net to attract all other peoples. So voluminous 
was the response that the United States was 
forced to set up immigration barriers to prevent 
a flood of foreign nationals. What the common 
man was able to do for himself in this land of 
opportunity is eloquently suggested by the mil- 
lions of depositors in savings banks and building 
and loan associations, by the millions protected 
with life insurance, by the millions of security 
holders, by the 60 per cent of farms unencum- 
bered and the 55 per cent of freeholders of urban 
homes.” 

Everyone wants a more ideal world, a world 
where selfishness and trickery are eliminated. 
Progress in this direction, despite the earnest ex- 
hortation of school and church and the example of 
good men everywhere, has been slow, although 
sure, throughout the centuries. To reform human- 
ity in a few months, or even a few years, is a pretty 
big order, 

It seems a fundamental mistake to over-empha- 
size reform, to attempt to recast age-old and sus- 
taining ways of business when some one thinks he 
has a better plan, when the primary need is recov- 
ery. New and unknown rules increase the natural 
hesitation to trade, and stultify the very measures 
designed to stimulate. We say that never again 
shall we return to the laissez faire doctrine—a doc- 
trine which meant let well enough alone, let the 
individual alone. Nobody stops to consider that we 
have not had laissez faire in this country for fifty 
years. We have more than a million laws on the 
statute books, State, Federal and municipal, and if 
a man can do anything from the time he gets up in 
the morning until he goes to bed at night without 
having some law direct his course, I don’t know 
who he is or where he lives. And if certain ma- 
ternity legislation is passed, it will take care of us 
before we are born, while the inheritance tax meas- 
ures of the last Congress will take care of us long 


after we are in the ground.

The violent excesses of speech include the well- 
known “90 per cent of the wealth is owned by 2 per 
cent of the citizens.” I don’t pretend to be an ex- 
pert statistician, but I notice people are impressed 
by statistics. I have been a reporter all my life, and 
I have learned to use my eyes. What I see is more 
convincing than figures on 2 per cent owning 90 per 
cent of the wealth. I was raised in a little town in 
the Middle West, 500 population then and 500 popu- 
lation now. I went back there this summer. I am 
glad I went. 

Houses now wired for electricity. Thirty-five 
years ago I carried an old oil-can to the store for 
kerosene, with a potato on the spout. Returning, 
found mother cleaning lamps, trimming wicks and 
polishing chimneys. The old order changed that. 
The only telephone in town then was to hallo across 
lots from the porch. Now scores of telephones. 
There’s wealth, thought I, which is not monopolized 
by Wall Street. 

Only two from the community were able to at- 
tend the old Chicago World’s Fair; 30 went to 
Chicago last year. Incidentally, one-ninth of the 
entire population of. the United States passed 
through the turnstiles at the Century of Progress. 





Mud roads. Oatmeal from a barrel—with bugs. 
Spinning wheels—now in antique shops. Shoes, 
little better than clogs. Stereoscope for winter eve- 
nings, with occasional snappy entertainment of the 
kaleidoscope at the banker’s home. Once a year, 
“Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” “Ten Nights in a Bar Room,” 
or a magic lantern show. No radio, no movies, no 
autos—now provided by the old order. Here is evi- 
dence of wealth not concentrated in one particular 
group, nor in one particular part of the country. 

I delivered milk in a bucket with a dipper; a 
chance nickel was hoarded and spent, penny by 
penny, for a sweet cracker, a slice of bologna, and 
an all-day sucker. My father broke his ankle and 
suffered for fifteen months because of poor medical 
attention—the best there was. Today the Old Or- 
der has provided a colored cook with better medical 
facilities than Grover Cleveland had. 

Schooling, $50 expended in 1900 per student; to- 
day $200. Lunch boxes, legs, a slate and sponge 
and five books, now replaced by the Old Order with 
a school restaurant, free buses and library. The 
early winter morning, the fires to be made. No 
grapefruit or orange on the breakfast table—only 
the blue haze of sausage smoke in the warm kitchen. 

Our industrial system is far from ideal, but give

the Old Order credit for easy necessities, greater 
conveniences, and even luxuries, undreamed of 
twenty-five years ago; more “things” which, after 
all, constitute standards of living. 


Notwithstanding these obvious improvements in 
living standards with which we are all familiar and 
which are the fruits of a capitalistic system relying 
on the energy and resourcefulness of private busi- 
ness enterprise, the nation has never before wit- 
nessed such a general and continuous muck-raking 
of our business life. Passions are aroused, indigna- 
tion—even anger—brought into play. Thus unwit- 
tingly we have weakened the faith and confidence 
of the people in the very institutions and processes 
they must use to bring back prosperous times. 

In condemning business evils, we have con- 
demned business as evil. We began with the banks. 
They were non-social money-changers. Our invest- 
ment bankers, without conscience, appropriated the 
mite of the widow and bought Peruvian bonds. 
Citizens who lent their savings and took mortgages 
as security were skinflints without benefit of clergy. 
A few cases of dereliction, where bad judgment was 
mixed with chicanery, were used to indict a great 
group. 

That section of business activity which produces 
and distributes electrical energy was labeled “power 
trust,” bleeding the people white. Commercial avia- 
tion was without morals or conscience. Manufac- 
turers were chislers, rebaters, exploiters of child 
labor, operators of sweat shops. Lumber, oil, and 
coal men were “barons.”” Exchanges were gambling 





houses. Retailers were gougers and oppressors of 
the consumer; mail order houses and chain stores 
worse. Advertising and selling were waste and di- 
rect charges upon consumption. Communication 
companies were the last, completing the cycle to 
come under the rake of the muck merchant. 

The public has been told that those in charge of 
the nation’s business activity are “corporals of dis- 
aster,” “Neanderthalers,” “Men of the hard-shelled, 
crustacean and Old Stone Age,” “The rugged ones 
of the great Dolusion,” “blind leaders of the blind,” 
in comparison to whom “Al Capone was a -poor, 
ignorant Sicilian piker,” “Slight men” “in whose 
veins flows something more than a trace of rodent 
blood.” Parenthetically, a cynic might suggest that 
the tremendous cash and credit used today by the 
government in its relief, reform and recovery meas- 
ures are available only because of the energy and 
thrift of these same discredited Neanderthalers. 

This amounts to an indictment of a whole people, 
charging them with immorality, bad ethics, non- 
social instincts, common dishonesty. It even indicts 
the lifelong work of our churches and schools, insti- 
tutions where unbounded energy, self-sacrifice and 
money have been devoted to character building. 

Is it any wonder that commerce and industry, so 
misrepresented, preached at, blamed for every short- 
coming of human nature, have failed to respond, 
when the principal factor in such response lies in 
the faith and confidence of the people themselves 
in the very institutions and processes to which they 
look for recovery?

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THE NATION’S BUSINESS—Continued 

With the ideals of honest reformers we are all 
in hearty sympathy. All of us long for a world 
where there is no greed, selfishness, avarice; no in- 
justice; no inhumanity of man to man, no acquisi- 
tiveness. But let us not be blind to the fact that 
probity, uprightness and honor among members of 
the business community is so much the common- 
place that it escapes notice by its very prevalence. 
A good business name is no curiosity in the United 
States. And when faith and confidence reappear, 
normal exchanges of goods and services will re- 
sume. 

If we are today to point to one great feature rep- 
resentative of the capitalistic system of the Old 
Order, we could do no better than to name the 
institution of insurance. It typifies capitalism of 
the individual, thriftiness, the desire for personal 
independence, self-reliance, progress, setting up re- 
serves for future use by persistently saving a por- 
tion of the present. It means that private ownership 
of property, the sanctity of contract, the right to 
profit by one’s own energy and industry. In it we 
find that same underlying philosophy of 1776 which 
furnishes the background to our tremendous ad- 
vance in standards of life. 

Under the simple formula of 1776 the individual 
was no longer to be the ward of the State; the 
government was restricted and limited in its power 
over and supervision of the individual. Three rights 
he was to have: economic freedom of action, oppor- 
tunity for the exercise of that freedom, and finally, 
the keystone, security in the having and holding of 
whatever he might acquire through his own effort. 

It has been wisely said that when the economic 
freedom of the individual goes, there will go with it 
his political freedom. With political freedom lost— 
men afraid to speak out because of a real danger of 
political reprisal against their business undertak- 
ings, afraid that a government order for goods ora 








personal dole may be withheld—opportunity, and 
security of savings, likewise are in jeopardy. 

It is the part of wisdom to evaluate the many new 
political proposals in this light. Philosophers like 
Spengler see momentous decisions in the making, 
not the least of which is the change in America’s 
conception of the individual's relation to the State. 

No group in the country is better placed nor 
better fitted to recognize the significance of individ- 
ual freedom and individual opportunity to work, to 
save, and to protect, than the man engaged in the 
insurance field. The operation and the fruits of the 
capitalist system are his stock in trade. He sees 
the individual setting aside savings, often through 
self-denial; watches those savings combined with 
those of thousands of other individuals’ and the 
total put to work in the transportation, industrial, 
commercial and governmental activities of the land 
—employing men, paying wages, producing, mov- 
ing, exchanging commodities. While, on the other 
hand, he sees those same savings, through insur- 
ance, as channels, bridging emergencies for the in- 
dividual, or providing education, or care and inde- 
pendence in old age. 

Insurance and insurance men are the product of 
the Old Order. And insurance men are among the 
shock troops on which this nation must today de- 
pend to maintain perspective, and meet with facts 
and figures and common sense the dangerous politi- 
cal and economic fallacies put forward by tub- 
thumping demagogues and impractical pedagogues.

ASSOCIATION OF LIFE AGENCY OFFICERS 


Representatives of American and Canadian life insurance 
companies who attended the Annual Meeting of the Life 
Insurance Sales Research Bureau and the Association of 
Life Agency Officers had an opportunity for informal and 
detailed discussion of important problems affecting their 
business in a series of group sessions which were a part 
of the program held October 29, 30 and 31 at the Edge- 
water Beach Hotel, Chicago. The several companies were 
divided into five groups according to their size (deter- 
mined by the amount of ordinary insurance in force) and 
officials from companies in each of these groups will con- 
sider subjects, selected in advance, which especially in- 
terest them.

LIFE INSURANCE—ASSIGNMENT OF POLICY—PRIORITY OF 
BENEFICIARY OVER ASSIGNEE WHERE BENEFICIARY 
DOES NOT JOIN IN ASSIGNMENT 


N RECENT times, it has become quite a common practice for assureds 
i pledge their life insurance policies as security for their obligations. 
This is usually accomplished by some form of assignment of the policy. 
In most instances the policy designates as beneficiary a member of 
assured’s family in whose welfare assured is primarily interested. Upon 
the death of the assured under such circumstances the question natur- 
ally arises—who is to get the proceeds of the policy, the beneficiary or 
the assignee? 

The determination of this question depends upon several legal factors 
and the importance to be attached to each. As one or another of these 
factors is stressed, d:fferent conclusions are reached with the result that 
the applicable legal doctrines are not uniform in the several jurisdictions. 
Differences in the wording of the contract naturally compel different 
results. 

A factor to which the courts attach great significance is the revoca- 
bility of the designation of the beneficiary. If the designation of the 
beneficiary is irrevocable, that is, if the right to change the beneficiary 
is not reserved, the Courts regard the interest of the beneficiary in such 
circumstances as vested. In short, the beneficiary acquires definite rights 
which cannot be altered without his consent. In such instances, by the 
weight of authority the beneficiary who does not consent to an assign- 
ment is entitled, as a general proposition, to the proceeds as against 
the claims of the assignee. 60 A. L. R. 191. 

The rule in this respect is aptly stated by the New York Court of 
Appeals in the case of Anderson v. Northwestern Mutual Life Insur- 
ance Co., 261 N. Y. 450, 453; 185 N. E. 696, 697. 


“The property right which the wife has in such policies may be 
defeated or materially changed only with her consent, (Whitehead v. 
New York Life Ins. Co., 102 N. Y. 143, 6 N. E. 267, 55 Am. 
Rep. 787; Bradshaw v. Mutual Life Ins. Co., of New York, 205 
N. Y¥. 467, 98 N. E. 851), or in accordance with senior rights in 
the husband clearly expressed in the insurance contract itself.” 


Where, however, the right to change the beneficiary is reserved, a 
different rule obtains. In many jurisdictions, under such circumstances, 
it is not necessary to procure the consent of the beneficiary to an assign- 
ment of the policy (60 A. L. R. 193). A leading case illustrating the 
application of this rule is found in Antley v. New York Life Ins. Co., 
139 S. C. 23, 137 S. E. 199. 


The Court in the Antley case cites a statement of the rule set forth 
in 37 Corpus Juris 581 to the following effect: 


“On the other hand, where the right to change the beneficiary 
has been reserved in the policy so that the beneficiary does not 
have a vested right or interest, it is held that insured has com- 
plete control and domination of the policy; that his reserved right 
to change the beneficiary includes the lesser right partially to affect 
the rights of the beneficiary by assigning or creating a lien on the 
policy; and that he may do directly what he might do after having 
changed the beneficiary to himself or his estate.” 


Thus in jurisdictions in which this rule is applied, an assignee takes 
precedence over the beneficiary with respect to the proceeds of the 
policy. 

The contrary rule is adhered to in some jurisdictions which require 
the assent of the beneficiary even though the assured has reserved the 
right to change the party designated as such. An interesting application 
of this latter rule is found in the case of Goldman vs. Moses, — Mass. 





—, 191 N. E. 873, recently decided by the Supreme Judicial Court of 
Massachusetts. 

In this case the assured had procured a policy naming his wife as 
sole beneficiary. Several years prior to his death he assigned this policy 
to a married daughter at a time when ke was insolvent. The daughter 
furnished no consideration for the assignment except that she promised 
to care for the assured and his wife during his life, and upon his 
death to support the assured’s wife out of the proceeds of the policy. 


Upon the death of the assured a judgment creditor of both the 
assured and his wife commenced the present action to apply the pro- 
ceeds of the policy to the payment of the judgment. The insurance com- 
pany, having no particular interest in the controversy between the 
parties, and admitting its liability under the terms of the policy, paid 
the proceeds thereof into court. 

The policy in this particular instance reserved the right to change the 
beneficiary, and, upon compliance with certain provisions, permitted 
assignment. The assured in procuring an assignment of this policy 
to his daughter complied with all the requrements of the policy 
with respect thereto, but his wife did not join therein nor give her con- 
sent thereto. The court was therefore called upon to determine the rights 
of the respective parties to the proceeds of this policy and to determine 
the question of priority between the assignee and the beneficiary. 


On behalf of the creditor it was argued that the right reserved to 
change the beneficiary did not affect the essential rights of the bene- 
ficiary as long as the designation as such continued. The mere fact 
that the policy allowed a change of beneficiary “provided this policy is 
not then assigned’’ did not imply that the assured, by way of an assign- 
ment, might create a right superior to that of an existing beneficiary 
whose interest under the policy could not be divested by this means. 
Accordingly the interest of the beneficiary in the proceeds of the policy 
continued, and was subject to the claims of her creditors. 

On behalf of the assignee it was argued that the assignment was a 
change of beneficiary under the privilege reserved in the policy. The 
assignee as such beneficiary was entitled, since she was a married woman, 
to take free from the claims of creditors of the assured, pursuant to 
the applicable Massachusetts Statute. Therefore the judgment which 
had been rendered in her favor should be affirmed. In this respect the 
Court said at page 874, 191 N. E.: 


“Assuming, but without deciding, that this argument is valid, 
it depends upon the proposition that the purported assignment, 
construed as a change of beneficiary, was effective as such. The 
policy permitted a change of beneficiary, but provided that it ‘must 
be made by written notice to the Company at its home office, 
accompanied by the policy for endorsement of the change thereon by 
the Company, and unless so endorsed the change shall not take effect.’ 
The assignment which is relied on as a change of beneficiary was 
not ‘accompanied by the policy,’ and the change was never in- 
dorsed on the policy. There was nothing to show that it was im- 
poss ble or even difficult to comply with the terms of the policy as 
to change of beneficiary. 

In dealing with the validity of an assignment as such, it has 
been held that formal requisites of assignment, set forth in the 
policy, are intended for the benefit of the company and may be 
waived by it. The assignor and his creditors have no right to 
insist upon them. * * * But a change of beneficiary stands on a 
different footing. It is a divesting of the beneficial interest held 
by one person, and the vesting of that interest in another person,

by the exercise of a power of appointment which would not exist 
unless reserved in the policy. The power must be exercised in sub 
stantial compliance with the terms of the policy, as far as possibk 
at any rate.”’ 


The court recognized that under the terms of the policy the assured 


might be invested with certain rights which were superior to those of 
the beneficiary and which the assured might convey to another, but 
such rights must be created distinctly by the policy. 


“A policy may indeed create a right in the insured, such as the 
right to surrender the policy, which is superior to the right of 
the beneficiary, and which the insured may convey to an assigne: 

* * But unless the policy, expressly or by implication, empowers 
the insured to give an assignee a right superior to that of an exist 
ing beneficiary who has not released his right, the beneficiary takes 
precedence of the assignee.”” 191 N. E. 873, 874. 


Applying the foregoing rule to the case before it for adjudication, the 


court concludes the transfer made by the assured to his married 
daughter was an assignment. Even if it were intended to effect a change 
of beneficiary, it was defective, and hence did not deprive the beneficiary 
of any rights under the policy. In this respect the court said: 


“The taking away of the beneficial interest in a policy from the 
wife of the insured, to the actual loss of a creditor of both the 
insured and his wife. for the purpose of vesting it in an adult 
daughter, does not call for action by a court of equity in aid of 
a defective execution of a power to change the beneficiary. * 
Treating the assignment as an intended change of beneficiary, 11 
did not conform to the power and was ineffective. The policy and 
its proceeds remain the property of Jennie Moses, (the beneficiar) 
subject to the claims of her creditors.” 


The Court therefore reversed the judgment in favor of the ass gnee 


and granted judgment in favor of the creditor of the beneficiary

“A period of economic readjustment has its effect on the earn 
ings of most corporations. The present is a time when it is not 
possible to see very far ahead; a time, therefore, when good 
judgment dictates conservatism devoid of unreasoning fear. 

“It appears from results so far that the Company will have a 
favorable mortality this year. Expenses have been kept well under 
control. On the other hand, the rate of earnings from the invest 
ment of the policy reserves and other funds will be not quite as 
favorable as last year. There are, and will be, some further 
capital losses to be taken by the Company. 

“It is a recognized principle in life insurance conducted on the 
mutual plan to distribute earnings as they accrue, so far as is 
consistent with security. From the practical standpoint, it is 
desirable to carry out this principle without too great fluctuation 
in the dividend scale from year to year. 

“Under the Company's charter the dividend is not voted unti! 
the first meeting of the Board of Directors in January. They have 
authorized, however, preliminary calculations for the dividend 
apportionment in 1935 on the following basis 

1. Interest to be credited in 1935 on dividends left to accumulate, 
and on funds left in the hands of the Company pursuant to the 
Uptional Settlement provisions, to be at the rate of 44%; 

2. Interest to be credited in 1935 on monies deposited with the 
Company to pay future premiums to be at the rate of 4%; 

3. Dividends on policies in force to be in accordance with the 
formula as recommended by the Actuary. 

“The basis for next year will result in an increase of about 
10% in the total distribution. The younger ages at issue are 
somewhat favored as compared with the older ages at issue. The 
increase in dividends is greater, relatively, on policies of longer 
duration, on which, during the past two years, the rate had been 
reduced more proportionately than on policies of shorter duration.” 


Annuity Rates Increased 

The Connecticut Mutual has announced an increase in Single 
Premium Annuity rates. The announcement says, “It has become 
necessary to increase premium rates on Single Premium Annu- 
ities, due in part to the difficulty of investing, on the Company's 
standard of safety combined with a favorable rate of interest, the 
reserves of the continually increasing volume of annuity busi- 
ness.”" The increase varies with age and type of annuity, but on 
the straight life annuity at the usual ages, it is about 6%. 

The announcement also says, “The present difficulty of investing 
funds makes it necessary also to withdraw as of the same date the 
combination plan (Single Premium Insurance and Annuity) in 
connection with Endowment policies.”’ 


Increased Annuity Rates 
Effective October 16, 1934, the income now available for a 
single premium of $1,000 Life Annuity, male life, without refund, 
is as follows at ages 40, 50, 60 and 70: $54.02, $64.72, $83.06, $116.01.

Employees Pass L. O. M. A. Exams 
Kighteen members of the Head Office staff of Fidelity Mutual 
won their L. O. M. A. certificates, according to the recent an- 
nouncement of the examining board. This is a most creditable 
record, for only five companies in the United States and Canada 
exceeded this record. As a matter of fact, only nine have a 
greater total registration of certificate holders to date.

Guaranteed Premium Policy for Married Women” is on the 
Twenty Pay Endowment at Age 8 plan. However, it provides 
that in the event of the death of the insured’s husband during 
the premium paying period, all future premiums on the policy 
will be waived as they fall due. Non-medical -evidence of in- 
surability is required on the life of the insured’s husband.

where the amount of insurance involved demands it. Medical ex- 
amination of the applicant will be required in all cases.

Report of Examination Reviewed 

The Manhattan Life Insurance Company was examined by the 
New York State Insurance Vepartment as of December 31, 1932. 
Thereafter the examination was continued down to December 31, 
1933 and statements as of both dates prepared. 

The statement as of December 31, 1932 prepared by the ex 
aminers, verified the income and disbursement accounts filed by 
the company and reported in our 1933 Life volume, but assets 
were reduced from $20,331,633 to $20,395,283 through miscellaneous 
changes. The contingency reserve item of $100,000 remained un- 
changed as did the réserve item for depreciation in real estate 


in the amount of $41,544. Through the changes indicated the 


surplus was decreased $104,902 by setting up a reserve of that 
amount for fluctuation of real estate values. Other changes 
which effected decreases in surplus were: intercst due and ad 
justment of income bonds, $9,800; mortgage interest due and ac 
crued over one year, $40,748; reserve for net death losses incur 
red but unreported, $10,000; reserve for disability benefits in- 
curred but unreported, $37,160; reserve for disability benefits 
under adjustment, etc., $26,236. There were several other miscel 
laneous changes of varying small amounts which resulted finally 
in a decrease in surplus from $745,438 reported by the company 
to $525,219 as found by the examiners. 

The supplemental report of examination as of December 31, 
1933 verified the income and disbursement accounts as filed by 
the company and published in our 1934 Life volume, but assets 
were increased slightly from $19,832,237 to $19.832.562. Through 
various readjustments in the surplus, which are outlined in de- 
tail hereafter, the unassigned surplus of the company was re- 
duced from $514,726 to $67,169 through ear-marking of a con- 
siderable amount of the company’s surplus for special reserve ac- 
counts, the largest one being in the contingency reserve for real 
estate finctuation and depreciation which the company had set 
up to $200,000 and which the examiners increased $499,591 to $699.,-

“From the above it will be noted that the mortgage principal 
held by the company upon which interest is in default for ex- 
tended periods has increased from 21.69% of the total as at De- 
cember 31, 1933 to 35.77% as at April 30, 1934.

Writes Retirement Plan 

G. E. Hall, president of the Hall Hardware Company, of Min- 
neapolis, Minn., has announced the adoption of a _ retirement 
program which will enable the company’s employees to retire at 
certain fixed ages with pensions guaranteed for life. Participa- 
tion is open to both present employees and to new employees 
after completing one year of service. The plan is being ad- 
ministered by the Metropolitan Life Insurance Company. 

Under the program’s terms, the cost of that part of the pen- 
sions based on service prior to September 1, 1934—-the effective 
date of the plan—will be defrayed in full by the Hall company, 
while both the employer and employees will contribute towards 
establishing the part of the pensions based on future service. 

The normal retirement age has been fixed at 65 for men and 
60 for women. With the consent of the employer, however, re- 
tirement may be earlier if the employee agrees to accept a re- 
duced pension. 


The pensions, or retirement annuities, payable on retirement at 
the normal age, will amount to 1% per cent. of the salary re- 
ceived after the adoption of the plan, augmented by 1 per cent. 
of the annual salary as of September Ist, multiplied by the 
number of years of service prior to that date. By agreeing to 
accept a reduced income for himself, a retiring worker may, if 
he chooses, arrange to have the income continued for life to a 
surviving dependent. The employee also has the privilege, if he 
should withdraw from the plan, of establishing an annuity for 
himself based on his own contributions, or he may receive back 
the full amount of his payments. Liberal concessions are made 
with respect to return of an employee’s payments in case of 
death.

1. The parties to this agreement and the persons affected by it will be 
referred to as follows: 

E. W. Clark. in his capacity as Receiver of said Register Life Insurance 
Company and any successor receiver, will be referred to as the Receiver. 

The Register Life Insurance Company will be referred to as the Register 
Lite 

fhe Guaranty Life Insurance Company will be referred to as the Company. 

The Insurance Commissioner of the State of Iowa or his successor in power 
and authority will be referred to as the Commissioner. 

The District Court of the State of Iowa, in and for Scott County, will be 
referred to as the Court. 

The Tth day of April, 1934, will be referred to as the Date of Receivership. 

The date as fixed by Paragraph 47 hereof, will be referred to as the Effective 
Date of this Contract. 

lhe phrase “assets of the Register Life’’, or any similar phrase used in this 
contract, shall be deemed to include the property owned by the Register Life 
at the t'me of the appointment of the Receiver which shall not be disposed 
of by him in the due course of the administration of the estate. plus all 
property acquired by the Receiver and the income therefrom collected by the 
Heceiver 


Reinsurance and Assumption of Policies 


The Company does hereby reinsure and assume as of the date of receiver 
ip (subject to the lien, terms, conditions and provisions and only to the 
extent herein specifically provided) the liability of the Register Life unde 
ill policies and contracts of insurance, including double indemnity benefits, 
waiver of premium disability benefits, monthly income disability benefits. an 
all supplementary contracts, and all reinsurance contracts, issued or 
isumed by the Regicter Life and outstanding and in force on the books 
ind records of the Register Life at date of receivership, or reinstated in 
sccordance with the provisions of Paragraph 3 hereof, subject. however. to 
ny and all defenses against claims and actions upon said policies or contracts 
which would have been available to said Register Life had this agreement 
not been made. The determination by the Company as to the validity of 
iny policy claim and the payment thereof shall be binding upon all persons 
reinsured hereunder, to the same extent as such detetmination by the Register 
Life would have been binding had there been no rceeivership. 


Reinstatement of Lapsed Policies 


The Company will reinstate any policies heretofore issued, assumed or 
reinsured by the Register Life which at the date of receivership, by their 
terms, were entitled to reinstatement, provided that all requirements necessary 
to procure a reinstatement of said policies under their terms are fulfilled to 
the satisfaction of the Company. The Company will also reinstate, during the 
lifetime of the insured without evidence of insurability, any policy which has 
lapsed since the date of receivership and prior to the effective date of this 
contract, upon written application therefor by the insured and the payment 
of all premiums in arrears, if such application is made and premiums are paid 
Within ninety (9) days from the effective date of this contract. Upon the 
reinstatement of any lapsed policy it shall, for all purposes, be treated the 
same as if it had been in force on the date of receivership, and be subject to 
all the terms and conditions of this agreement. Premiums paid in connection 
with such reinstatements, however, shall be treated as uncollected premiums 
as of the date of receivership in connection with the calculation of the lien 
hereinafter provided for an such premiums shall be considered as premiums 
paid after date of receiverstiip in the application of the moratorium provided 
tor by Paragraph 23 hereof. 


Payment of Death Claims Occurring on or Prior to the 
Effective Date of this Contract 


4. The Company shall pay within ninety (90) days after the effective 
date of this contract every valid death claim under premium paying polic‘es 
or policies which are fully paid-up in accordance with their terms, including 
claims for additional accidental death benefits, for deaths occurring on or 
prior to the effective date of this contract, less all amounts which, according 
to the terms of the policy, are to be deducted from any settlement to be 
made thereunder. Every valid death claim under fractionally paid-up policies 
and policies running under extended insurance shall be paid under the con- 
ditions and provisions in this Paragraph for claims on other polic‘es except 
the amounts of such claims under fractionally paid-up policies and policies 
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running under extended insurance shall be determined in accordance with the 
provisions of Paragraphs 14 or 25. 

5, The Company assumes in full the liability under supplementary contracts 
in foree at the date of receivership arising from death claims. Payments 
under such contracts shall be made in accordance with the provisions of such 
contracts, except (1) under supplementary contracts providing no regular in- 
terest or principal payments withdrawable wholly or in part upon demand, 
the Company will continue to credit interest on the amount then remaining 
on deposit at the rate of three and one-half per cent (3%%) per annum 
and upon request for withdrawal the amount requested to be withdrawn may 
be paid by the Company in equal monthly installments over a period of 
thirty (30) months from the date of request, during which period no interest 
will be credited on the amount requested to be withdrawn, and (2) under 
supplementary contracts providing regular interest payments, withdrawable 
wholly or in part, upon demand, payments of interest at the rate of three 
and one-half per cent (3% %) per annum shall be made but principal payments 
shall not be withdrawable during the moratorium period. and (3) under 
supplementary contracts providing for regular payments of principal, withdraw- 
able wholly or in part. upon demand, payments shall be continued in accord- 
ance with the terms of the contract but the holders of such contracts shall 
not have the right to change the method of payment under such contracts 
so long as the moratorium applying to cash values hereinafter provided for 
is in effect. 


Lien 


6. Since the assets of the Register Life at their present valuation are in- 
sufficient to meet its liabilities, including its reserves, it is necessary to place 
a lien against each policy reinsured hereunder and as an additional considera- 
tion of the undertakings of the Company under this re‘nsurance agreement 
there is hereby imposed on each policy (except as otherwise provided in 
Paragraph 14 hereof), in addition to any existing policy indebtedness on such 
policy, an obligation similar to a policy loan which is des‘gnated herein as 
a lien. Such lien shall] attach to the “net equity’’, as defined herein, of all 
policies of the Register Life, except as otherwise provided in Paragraph 14 
hereof. Inasmuch as it is impracticable to apply the lien directly to the 
policy obligations of such classes of policies as are mentioned and described 
in Paragraph 14, the liability with respect to such policies is modified as in 
said Paragraph 14 provided. 


Net Equity 


7. The “net equity’’ of any policy is hereby defined as the mean reserve

under such policy according to the basis of valuation required by the particular 
policy, including paid-up add.tions, but excluding the reserve for disability, 
double indemnity and other special features, if any, contained in the policy, 
less the amount of any policy indebtedness and accrued interest thereon, and 
jess net deferred and gross uncollected premiums, if any, all of which figures 
are to be taken as of the dite of receivership. Premiums paid to the Register 
Lite prior to April 7, 1934, but not due until after said date, including deposits 
made with the Register Life for the payment of premiums to fall due after 
said date and held in a separate account for that purpose, shall be a prior 
charge agaimst the assets of the Register Life in favor of the Company and 
shall he credited by the Compan) as if paid on their due dates but shall not 
be returnable to the insured except in case of death prior to the due date. 
The treatment of the reserve for any special features contained in any particular 
policy shall be at the discretion of the Company subject to the approval of 
the Commussioner. 


Initial Lien 


8. As of the date of receivership, and until further adjustment, the Hen 
upon each policy to which a lien is to be affixed, according to the terms of 
this contract, is fixed at fifty per cent (50%) of the net equity of such policy, 
as above defined, computed to the nearest dollar. The lien so computed and 
affixed is hereinafter referred to as the “‘initial lien’’. 


Interest on Lien 


». So long as any lien against any policy shall remain in effect, it shall 
bear interest computed from date of receivership and compounded at the rate 
of four per cent (4%) per annum. All such interest shall be comvuted to 
the next succeeding anniversary date of each policy upon which a lien is by 
this agreement affixed, and thereafter annually, and shall become due and 
payable on such dates, and if not so paid. is to be compounded annually. 
interest on the lien shall not be charged in advance. The interest on the 
policy lien, if not paid when due, shall become a policy indebtedness and shall 
be subject to all of the terms of the policy applicable to a policy loan, except 
that interest thereon shall not be charged in advance and that the rate of 
inerest to be charged thereon shall be at the same rate as hereinbefore provided 
for the principal of the lien. 


Discharge or Reduction of Lien by Payment 


10. The policy lien and any accumulated or accrued interest thereon may 
be discharged at any time by payment to the Company of the entire amount 
thereof. The policyholder so discharging the lien on his policy may elect at 
the time. of such payment: 

(a) to have the premiums on such policy falling due thereafter reduced to 
the non-participating bas's provided for in Paragraph 21 hereof with respect 
to the reduction to be made on all prem ums after the liens have been dis- 
charged in full or becoma fixed, as the case may be. in which case such policy 
shall thereafter be free from the lien and not affected by any future adjustment 
thereiof: or 

(b) to have issued to him a certificate of participation entitling the holder 
thereof to payments at such times, if any, as the policy liens shall be reduced 
in such amounts as would have been applied to the reduction of the lien on 
such policy had such lien not been so discharged, in which case such policy 
Shall be subject to any future increase if the liens which increase in the 
amount a’pplicable to such policy shall become a lien thereon from the date 
when the liens are increased and be thereafter subject to all provisions of 
this contract applicable to the initial liens, including the right to again dis- 
charge the same as above provided and with the same options. 

At the time of making payment to discharge the licn on his policy as here- 
inbefore provided, the policyholder may notify the Company in writing which 
of the above options he elects to exercise. If no notice of such election is 
given then the option provided for in subparagraph (a) of this Paragraph 1° 
shall be considered as exercised and the rights of the policyholder shall be as 
therein stated. 


Waiver of Liens 


ll. Subject to the provisions of this contract, the Company will waive the 
Policy lien and will not deduct the principal of the lien, or any accumulated 
or accrued interest thereon, from any claim for death occurring on or prior to 
lyecember 31, 1944, under any policy in force at date of death, irrespective of 
whether such death occurred prior or subsequent to the effective date of this 
contract. From any claim for death occurring after December 31, 1944, the 
Company shall deduct the principal of the lien, together with any accumulated 
or accrued interest. 


Termination of Policies 


12. Subject to the provisions of this contract regarding the waiver of the 
Policy lien and interest thereon from claims for death occurring on or prior 
to December 31, 1944, any unpaid lien existing against such policy together 
with any accumulated or accrued interest thereon, computed to the date as of 
which settlement shall be made, shall be deducted from any settlement made 
under any policy subject to the lien and/or from the proceeds of any option 
exercised by the insured in accordance with the terms of his policy under any 
policy subject to the lien. 

When the amount of any policy indebtedness and lien, together w'th accnu- 
mulated and accrued interest, shall equal or exceed the cash surrender value 
of the policy (or reserve value if no cash surrender value is specified), then 
such policy shall cease and determine, but not until thirty (°0) days’ notice 
shall have been mailed to the insured at his last known address according 
to the records of the Register Life, or the records of the Company. and the 
Policy may be continued in force by payment within said thirty (30) days of 
all premiums in arrears, if any, and accumulated interest on all policy loan 
and lien indebtedness. 
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Matured and Maturing Endowments 





13. The Company will pay 50% of all sums due (after the deduction of 
policy indebtedness) on the date of receivership, or thereafter becoming due, 
upon any endowment policy which matured in accordance with its terms, on 
or prior to the date of receivership, and which was in force anccoiding to its 
terms at the date of its maturity. Supplementary contracts arising from en- 
dowments which matured on or prior to the date of receivership are hereby 
reduced 50% of the amounts then remaining on deposit under said contracts. 
Such matured endowment policies and supplementary contracts shall not be 
subject to lien. 

The Company will deduct the amount of the existing lien together with any 
accumulated or accrued interest thereon, from any settlement made under 
any endowment policy which may mature after the date of receivership in 
accordance with its terms. If by the terms of such maturing endowment the 
proceeds thereof are payable in periodic installments the amount of the install- 
ments payable by the Company will be such as would be purchased by the 
maturity value of such endowment less the existing lien and any accumulated 
or accrued interest and any other policy indebtedness and accrued interest 
thereon. 

There shall be issued to the holder of each matured endowment policy or 
each supplementary contract arising from a matured endowment policy which 
matured prior to the date of receivership and which has been paid in a reduced 
amount, and to the holder of each maturing endowment policy which may 
mature after the date of receivership but on or prior to December 31, 1944, 
on which the lien and accumulated and accrued interest thereon shall have 
been deducted in settlement, a certificate of participation entitling the holder 
thereof to payments at such time, if any, as the policy lien hereunder provided 
shall be reduced in such amounts as would have been applied to the reduction 
of the lien on the policy or contract had such policy or contract been subject 
to the lien and had not matured prior to such reduction in lien, but in no 
event shall the total payments under such certificate exceed the amount de- 
ducted in the reduced settlement under the provisions of this Paragraph 13. 
‘The Company shall not be required to make any payment under endowment 
policies or under supplementary contracts arising from matured or maturing 
endowment policies, outstanding and in force at date of receivership. until 
ninety (90) days after the effective date of this contract. The holders of 
such supplementary contracts shall not have the right to change the method 
of payment under such contracts so long as the moratorium applying to cash 
values herein after provided for is in effect. 

The terms ‘“‘matured endowments’”’ and ‘‘endowments which mature’’ are used 
in this Paragraph 13 to designate endowment policies which have matured or 
which will mature by lapse of time and not by death. Death claims under 
endowment policies shall be governed by the waiver of lien provisions of 
Paragraph 11 hereof. 


Obligations not Subject to Lien 


14. The liability assumed by the Company in respect to the following obli- 
Continued on nezt page 
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gations is fixed and determined as provided in this Paragraph 14. Such obliga- 
tions shall not be subject to the lien nor shall they be affected by any 
subsequent increase or reduction in the lien except as may be otherwise pro- 
vided herein. 

(a) Term Policies: The lien shall not apply to any term policy, the un- 
expired term of which at the date of receivership is less than five (5) years. 

(b) Double Indemnity Benefits: The lien shall not apply to that provision 
of any policy pertaining to the payment of additional indemnity in the event 
of accidenta] death, and any valid claim under such provisions arising out of 
any occurrence prior to, on, or after the date of receivership, shall be paid 
by the Company in full in accordance with the terms of such additional acci- 
dental indemnity provision. 

(c) Extended Insurance: Policies which, in accordance with their terms, 
were, or should have been, carried in force by the Register Life as extended 
msurance, (including pure endowment values if any) as of date of receivership 
and policies which were in their grace period on date of receivership and 
subsequently lapsed which, in accordance with their terms, should be carried 
in force as extended insurance, shall be adjusted as follows: The reserve on 
each such policy, including the reserve on the pure endowment, if any. as of 


date of receivership, shall be reduced by fifty per cent (50%) and the amount 


so reduced shall be used as single premium to purchase extended term insur- 
ance at the then attained age of the imsured, at nearest birthday, for the 
amount of insurance in force as of the date of receivership. The term for 
which such insurance is purchased shall not be greater than the remainder of 
the term of such policy on April 7, 1934. If, in the case of an endowment 
policy, the amount available for purchase of term insurance, shall exceed the 
single premium required for the unexpired term of such policy, then such 
excess shall be used for the purchase of a pure endowment payable in accord- 
ance with the terms of the original policy. Such extended insurance policies 
and pure endowments shall not at any time be entitled to cash surrender 
values or policy loans. 

(ad) Fractional Paid-up Policies: Policies which in accordance with their 
terms were, or should have been, carried by the Register Life as reduced or 
fractional paid-up life or endowment insurance, as of date of receivership, and 
policies which were in their grace period on date of receivership and subse- 
quently lapsed, which in accordance with their terms should be carried in 
force as fractional paid-up insurance, shall be adjusted as follows: The reserve 
on each such policy. less any indebtedness thereon, as of date of receivership, 
shall be reduced by fifty per cent (50%) and the amount so reduced shall be 
used as a single premium to purchase paid-up life or endowment insurance. 
payable in accordance with the terms of the origina] policy. Such reduced 
paid-up policies shall not at any time be entitled to cash surrender values or 
policy loans. 

(e) Disability Benefits: Except as hereinafter in this subdivision provided 
the total and permanent disability benefit provisions of all policies issued or 
assumed by Kegister Life are hereby modified as follows: 

(1) The Company agrees to continue in full force and effect and free 
from the lien the waiver of premium disability benefits contained in any pol cy 
or contract of insurance herein reinsured or assumed by it, and valid claims 


‘under such provision arising out of any occurrence prior to, on, or after the 


date of receivership shall be allowed in full in accordance with the provisions 
of such policy. 

(2) Claims for permanent disability benefits which had been approved by 
the Register Life before the date of receivership and on which the payment 


-of benefits to the insured had commenced before said date shall be paid in

tull in accordance with the provisions of the disability clause of the policy. 

(3) Payments under valid claims for disability benefits arising on or prior 
to the date of receivership under the provisions of any policy issued or assumed 
by the Register Life and in force at the date of the receivership providing for 
the payment of a monthly or other periodic income to the insured in the event 
of disability, which claims had not been approved and the payment of benefits 
commenced prior to the date of receivership, shall be and are hereby reduced 
filty per cent (50%) of the amount provided for by said policy provisions and 
as so reduced shall be paid by the Company in accordance with the provisions 
of such policy and shall not be subject to the lien. 

(4) Monthly or other income disability benefits (but not the waiver of 
Premium benefits in connection therewith) are discontinued as to disability 
arising subsequent to the date of receivership and any prem’um payable after 
date of receivership for such disability provision shall be and is hereby reduced 
to the premium which would have been charged for the waiver of premium 
benefit only, computed in accordance with the rates which the Register Life 
would have used if issued at the date of receivership but based on the age at 
the original date of issue. 

No claim shall be recognized under subparagraph (3) of said subdivision (e) 
of this Paragraph 14 unless completed proof of such claim has been or s))a!! 
be received by the Receiver, the Register Life or the Company on or befor 
thirty (30) days from the effective date of this contract. 

(f{) Supplementary Contracts Arising from Surrender Values: The liability 
under supplementary contracts issued in lieu of surrender values shall be re- 
duced to fifty per cent (50%) and payments thereon shall be made in accord- 
ance with the terms of such contracts, but in amounts equal to fifty per cent 
(50%) of the amounts provided by such contracts. 

(g) Dividends Left on Deposit: Dividends left on deposit to accumulate 
at interest, together with the interest accrued thereon, held by the Register 
Life at the date of receivership are hereby reduced fifty per cent (50%) and 
as so reduced shall not be subject to the lien. Such reduced funds shal! be 
credited with interest at the rate of three and one-half per cent (3% %) per 
annum from the date of receivership and shall not be payable until the ex 
piration of the moratorium or any extension thereof provided for in Paragraph 
23 except that the reduced amounts held on policies which become death 
claims or which mature as endowments during the moratorium period wil! tx 
paid in cash. Such reduced funds may at the option of the insured be used 
to pay premiums or to reduce loans or Lens on policies under which such 
funds are held or under additional policies in force on the same life. and in 
case of policies under which such funds are held which shall lapse after dat 
of receivership and prior to the expiration of the moratorium or any extension 


thereof provided for in Paragraph 23, the reduced amount of such dividends 
shall be added to the cash surender value in calculating the amount of paid-up 
insurance or the term of extended insurance to be granted. In the case of 


policies under extended insurance at date of receivership on which dividends 
left on deposit were payable at the expiration of such extended insurance. the 
reduced amount of such dividends shall be applied as of the date of receiver 
ship to provide an add'tional term of extended insurance. 

(h) Other Funds on Deposit: Any other funds of every character or <: 
scription held by the Register Life for the benefit of policyholders, are here! 
reduced fifty per cent (50%), and as so reduced shall not be subject to tly 
lien. 

(i) Annual Dividends Declared but Unpaid at Date of Receivership: F 
cert as otherwire providei in this suibdivisien (i) of Paragraph 14, th. 
Company assumes no liability and will allow no credit for annual dividen: 
becoming due and payable after the date of receivership in accordance with 
the terms of any dividend declaration made prior to the date of receiveship 
Current dividends of which notice was given by the Register Life before the 
date of receivership with notice of premium due on or before April 25, 1924 
shall be applied or credited on the premium so due if such prem’um was piid 
by its due date or within the grace period pertaining thereto or shal! tx 
allowed as a deduction from the gross premium in the event that the policy 
is reinstated pursuant to this contract. All other dividends declared and 
coming due prior to the date of receivership but unpaid on said date shall lx. 
reduced fifty per cent (50%) in amount and as so reduced shall be treated in 
accordance with the provisions herein regarding dividends left on deposit 

All payments, to the extent that the Company has agreed to pay. by any 
of the above subdivisions of this Paragraph 14, which become payable within 
ninety (90) days after the effective date of this contract, by the terms of 
any policy or supplementary contract mentioned in said subdivisions, shal! t 
paid by the Company within said ninety (99%) days, and all such payment 
which become payable thereafter shall be paid in the amounts herein provided 
in accordance with the terms of the respective policies except as modified b) 
the terms of this agreement. 


Adjustment of Lien  - 


(15.) The initial lien shall be subject to decrease or increase as may 
required from time to time upon revaluation of the assets and upon the app): 
cation of profits and losses arising out of the business of the Register Lif 
Not later than May Ist of each year, but as of December 3lst of the preceding 
year. the Company shall prepare an annual statement (more fully described 
in Paragraph 388 here-f) show'ng income. disbursements, assets and liabilitics 
of the Register Life Fund hereinafter referred to, in accordance with the for 
if any, required by the Insurance Department of Iowa. The approval of an) 
such annual report by the Commissioner shall be final and binding upon 
persons interested or concerned and all holders of policies reinsured hereund«: 
In preparing such statements, the following requirements (in addition to tho» 
set forth in Paragraph %3 hereof) shall be followed: 

(a) Assets of the Regicter Life Fund (hereinafter provided for) shall lt» 


valued at their fair market value as agreed upon by the Company and the 


Commissioner. In the event the Company and said Commissioner do not agree 
as to the fair market value of any of the assets in said Fund. such fair market 
value shall be determined by a Judge of the District Court of Iowa for Seott 
County acting as an arbitrator and not in his judicial capacity. Such dete 
mination shall be made after a full hearing, and after reasonable notice ther 

has been given to the Company and Commissioner, at which hearing eithe: 


the Company or s*id Commissioner may introduce evidence bearing upon the 


market value of such assets. The decision of such Judge of said Court shal! 
be final and conclusive and no appeal or review shall be hed in connection 
therewith. All costs and expenses paid or incurred by the Comrany in co 
nection with anv such hearing or in the preparation therefor shall be charecd 
as an item of investment expense against said Register Life Fund. 
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(b) Liability for obligations not subject to the lien shall be computed on 
the basis of the benefits provided for by Paragraph 14 of this contract; and 
the lien affixed to all obligations subject to lien under the terms of this con- 
tract, shall be deducted from the liability for the obligations so subject to lien. 

16. The Company shall not be requred to make an adjustment of lien 
until the filing and acceptance, hereinafter provided for, of the statement of 
December 31, 1934. The annual] statement as of December 31, 1934, shall be 
prepared on the basis of the initial lien percentage. All subsequent statements 
shall be prepared upon the basis of the amount of liens in force as of the 
date of such statement. 

17. The surplus (or deficit) shown by such statement as of December 31, 
1934, or by any subsequent annual statement, after providing for the contingency 
reserve described in Paragraph 18 shall constitute the basis for the reduction 
‘or inerease) of the lien as of the day following the date as of which such 
statement was made. Each individual lien shall be reduced (or increased) by 
the ratio which the total surplus (or deficit) bears to the total liens in force 
on that date, plus, in case of reduction of liens, all amounts required to be 
paid or applied by the Company under this contract in case of reduction of 
hens. Such ratio may be taken to the nearest one per cent (1%). Except 
as the Commissioner may otherwise direct, the Company shall be required to 
decrease the lien only if, after providing for the contingency reserve hereafter 
mentioned, the remaining surplus shown by such statement shall equal or 
exceed ten per cent (10%) of the then total liens. During the five (5) year 
period beginning January 1, 1935, the Commissioner may require the Company 
to reduce the liens when such remaining surplus shall equal or exceed five 
per cent (5%). The Company shall not be permitted to increase the lien 
without first exhausting all of such contingency reserve, if any, in excess of 
two per cent (2%) of the difference between the then gross reserve liability 
and the total amount of the then liens, but the Company shall be required 
to increase the lien only if the deficit shown by such statement shall eqv! 
or exceed ten per cent (10%) of the amount of the total liens originally 
imposed under this contract. 

is. Before decreasing the lien in accordance with the results shown by the 
statement for any preceding year, the Company shall be permitted to accumulate 
and maintain from (a) any initial surplus as of the effective date of this 
contract, and (b) any net earnings or profits of the Register Life Fund. a 
contingency reserve amounting to not to exceed ten per cent (19%) of the 
difference between the then gross liability and the total of the then liens; 
provided, however, that not more than twenty-five per cent (25%) of the 
net earnings or profits in any one year shall be placed in the contingency 
reseTve. 

19. The Company may at any time. other than the end of any calendar 
year during the life of this agreement, subject to the approval of the Com- 
missioner of Insurance of Iowa, adjust the lien in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Paragraph 17 on the basis of a statement of assets and liabilities 
prepared in accordance with the requirements of Paragraphs 15 and 33. 

20. No inerease, reduction or extinguishment of any lien shall have any 
retroactive effect or apply to any payments previously made, except as expressly 
provided in this agreement. 


Participating Policies 


‘1. The provisions of any policy reinsured or assumed under the terms of 
this contract for participation in the surplus of he Register Life are hereby 
declared null and void as of the 25th day of April, 1934. In lieu thereof all 
prem.ums for the insurance benefit on each participating policy reinsured and 
assumed under the terms of this contract (but not the premium for any 
disability or double indemnity benefits or additional premium charged for any 
continuous monthly income feature) falling due after said 25th day of April, 
1934, shall be reduced by an amount equal to fifty per cent (50%) of the 
expense loading contained in such premium. The expense loading is defined as 
the excess of the gross premium charged the policyholder for the insurance 
benefit over the tabular net premium for such benefit computed acco:ding to 
the mortality table, interest rate and valuation method provided by the terms 
of the policy. As of December 31, 1948, or as of such prior date on which 
the liens herein provided shall have been discharged in full, the premium 
on each participating policy of the Register Life reinsured and assumed under 
the terms of this agreement shall be further reduced to the premium which 
would have been charged for a similar policy issued by the Company as of 
the original date of issue and as of the or.ginal age. In the event that no 
policy of simlar form was issued by the Company at such date, the rate to be 
charged shall be computed in accordance with the formula being used by the 
Company in the calculation of its non-participat-ng rates as of such date, but 
all of such calculations shall be subject to the approval of the Commissioner. 
In no event, however. shall the premium on any Register Life policy be re- 
duced to an amount less than the net premium required for the accumulation 
f{ the surrender values provided in such Register Life policy. The Company 
grees to credit or pay upon demand to the holder of each participating policy 
reinsured and assumed hereunder the amount of the reduction in premium above 
provided for where the full amount of the premium to be paid under the 
terms of the policy shall have been paid after the date of receivership to the 
Keceiver and which premium shall have been paid by him to the Company. 
or, where the full amount of the premium to be paid under the terms of 
the policy was paid to the Register Life prior to the date of receivership but 
not due unti] after such date. 


Final Discharge or Determination of Lien 


22. The Company shall herve no share in the earnings of the business rein- 
ured or the enhancement of property values or earnings of the assets herein 
transferred until after December 31, 1948, unless prior thereto the policy liens 
together with the accumulated and accrued interest thereon shall have been 
tully discharged. If any annual statement made in accordance with the re- 
quirements of Paragraphs 15 and 33 shows a surplus, which, with the con- 
Uingency reserve accumulated under Paragraph 18, shall be sufficient to dis- 
charge in full the policy liens and any accumlated or accrued interest thereon 
and all unpaid amounts required to be paid or applied by the Company under 
‘his contract in case of the reduction of liens, the liens and accumulated and 
accrued interest thereon shall be deemed to be finally discharged as of the 
(ate of such statement. and no subsequent annual statement for adjustment 
of the liens shall be made. If the policy liens shall not have been discharged 
in their entirety prior to December 31, 1948, the liens then outstanding and 





accumulated and accrued interest thereon shall be regarded as permanent policy 
liens and shall not thereaiter be subject to any further change except for 
the interest thereon. The contingency reserve accumulated under Paragraph 
18 shall be utilized to reduce the policy liens when the amounts of the per- 
manent policy liens are to be determined. Upon the date of the discharge of 
the policy liens in their entirety or upon January 1, 1949, whichever date shall 
sooner occur, the business herein reinsuzred and assumed shall be merged 
with the business of the Company and the assets then in the Register Life 
Fund shall be and become a part of the general assets of the Company. 


Moratorium 


23. The reinsurance and assumption of obligations herein provided for are 
further subject to the conditions that the Company shall not be required prior 
to December 31, 1938, to make policy loans (except for the purpose of paying 
premiums on the same policy or on additional policies issued on the same life) 
or to pay cash surrender values. This provision, however, shall not apply to 
any increase in values that are accumulated from premium payments (but 
shall apply to any increase in values created by the accumulation of interest) 
or policy loan repayments, made in cash, which are received subsequent to the 
date of receivership. The moratorium herein provided may be extended either 
as to the whole or such fractional part of each such policy loan or surrender 
value as the Company may determine, for such further period as may be 
deemed necessary by the Company, provided the Commissioner consents thereto. 
During such period as the moratorium is in effect the cash surrender option 
of all policies of the Register Life will be considered as non-existing except 
as provided above, and all policyholders who do not pay their premiums and 
who are entitled to a guaranteed value will be restricted to the option of 
taking fractional paid-up insurance or exended insurance (in either case prop- 
erly adjusted for the lien and accrued interest and any other policy indebted- 
ness and accrued interest thereon) and if such option is not requested within 
thirty-one (31) days after Cefault in the payment of the premium the automatic 
non-forfeiture value (properly adjusted for the lien and accrued interest and 
any other policy indebtedness and accrued interest thereon) under the policy 
shall be effective. It is further provided that at the discretion of the Company 
the cash surrender value, or any part thereof, under any policy, properly 
adjusted for the lien and accrued interest thereon and any other policy 
indebtedness, may be allowed whenever it appears in the sole judgment of the 
Company that the granting of such surrender value shall be to the advantage 
and benefit of the Register Life policyholders as a class. Any amount available 
for policy loans and cash surrender values will, in any case, be subject to any 
regulation of the Insurance Department, or any law, of the State of Iowa or 
of the state where the insured resides, provided the Company is licensed in 
such state. 

24. All applications for loans or cash surrender values on policies reinsured 
hereunder made prior to the effective date of this contract shall be treated 
with respect to lien and payment in the same manner as is provided herein 
for applications subsequently made.

Policies Lapsing After Date of Receivership 





25. Any policy which shall lapse after the date of receivership and prior 
to the expiration of the moratorium provided in Paragraph 23 hereof (except 
policies which were in their grace pe iod at date of receivership) and shall 
not have been reinstated, shall be restricted to the option of taking fractional 
paid-up insurance or extended insurance for the amount and/or term which 
at the time such policy lapsed the surrender value of such policy less (a) any 
indebtedness and accrued interest thereon and (b) the then policy lien and 
accrued interest, will purchase and shall thereafter nof be subject to lien nor 
be affected by any change in lien. The provisions of the respective policies in 
regard to policy indebtedness shall govern in determining the adjustment of 
the term and/or amount of extended insurance because of such lien. Any 
policy which shall lapse after the expiration of the moratorium provided in 
Paragraph 23 shall, in addition to the options provided above, be entitled to 
elect to receive the cash value of such policy at the time such policy lapsed 
less (a) any indebtedness and accrued interest thereon and (b) the then policy 
lien and accrued interest. No policy lapsing after date of receivership shall 
be subject to lien after the adjustment elected as of the date of lapse and 
no fractional paid-up insurance or extended insurance granted at the date of 
lapse shall be affected by any change in lien made subsequent to date of lapse 
nor shall such fractional paid-up insurance or extended insurance be entitled 
to a cash surrender value or cash loan at any time thereafter. 


Transfer of Assets 


26. As soon as this contract shall become effective the Receiver shall make 
or cause to be made an appraisal of the assets of the Register Life upon the 
basis of their fair cash market value. This appraisal shall be completed within 
thirty (30) days from the effective date hereof and the result of the ap- 
praisa] shall be used as the basis for determining the amounts to be paid to 
preferred or secured creditors, general creditors and claimants and dissenting 
policyholders who file a claim in the manner prescribed in Paragraph 45 hereof. 
As soon as practicable after the expiration of the period for filing of claims 
as provided in Paragraph 45 hereof, the Receiver shall deliver to the Company 
all and singular the assets of the Register Life of every kind, nature and 
description wahtsoever, real, personal or mixed, wherever situated, after de- 
ducting from said assets an amount of cash sufficient to pay (a) the unpaid 
expenses of receivership as estimated by the Receiver, and (b) the amounts 
directed or permitted by the Court or estimated by the Receiver to be required 
to be paid to preferred or secured creditors, dissenting policyholders and other 
creditors and claimants, If the sum of (a) and (b) above shall exceed the 
cash held by the Receiver, except the cash representing premiums paid to the 
Keceiver since the date of receivership, the Company may at its option (1) 
purchase from the Receiver selected assets at agreed upon values sufficient to 
‘make up such excess, or (2) apply to the Court for a severance of assets as 
between the liabilities of the Register Life reinsured and assumed hereunder 
and all its other liabilities. In the event that the Receiver shall retain cash 
and/or assets more than sufficient to pay the amounts specified in (a) and 





as 


(b) above, the excess so retained shall be paid by him to the Company imm 
diately after the settlement of all such claims. In the event that the Receiver 
shall not retain assets and/or cash sufficient to pay the amounts specified 
under (a) and (b) above, the Company shall refund to the Receiver the 
additional amount necessary to pay such claims as soon as the amount of 
such claims is known and demand therefor has been made on the Company 
by the Receiver. The Rece:ver shall not be required to make manual delivery 
of any property or asset on deposit with the Insurance Department of or any 
officer of any state, but may assign his right, title and interest in such prop 
erty subject to the terms upon which same was deposited. The Receiver s})«}) 
not be required to make manual delivery of any cash or securities pledged 
with the Reconstruction Finance Corporation to secure the payment of any 
loan or loans made by it to the Register Life, but shall only be required 
assign his interest therein to such pledge. 

27. As soon as this contract shall become effective the Receiver shall tra) 
fer and deliver to the Company the full amount of all premiums paid to the 
Keceiver, less any amounts paid by the Receiver as premiums upon any rein 
surance treaties or contracts, and less that part of any such premiums repr 
senting the charge for income disability benefits. The Company agrees to pay 
the Receiver upon demand any premium received by it hereunder which was 
paid by or on behalf of the insured after the date of receivership to th: 
Receiver or any ancillary receiver of the Register Life, if the policyholder or 
beneficiary, as the case may be, files claim in accordance with any order of the 
Court in the above entitled ‘cause against the Register Life. or its Receiver 
and the Court directs the Receiver. or any ancillary receiver, to return the 
premium so paid. 

28. As soon as practicable after the effective date of this contract the 
Keceiver will (without hereby limiting or intending to limit fhe generality of 
the conveyance of assets provided for in Paragraph 26) (a) assign to thy 
Company all policy indebtedness upon any policy reinsured and all indebted 
ness against any liability of the Register Life assumed under the terms of 
this contract, (b) assign all right, title and interest of the Register Life and 
of the Receiver in and to all reinsurance agreements between the Register Life 
and other insurance companies, (c) assign and transfer to the Company any 
claim for advances or loans made by the Register Life to agents, (d) assign 
and transfer to the Company, all of the right, title and interest of the Register 
Life and the Receiver in and to all cash and securities then on deposit with 
the Insurance Department of any state wherein said Register Life was 
licensed to do business, and in and to all cash, securities and property then 
pledged as collateral to secure any loans made by the Register Life. and 
(e) immediately make available to the Company all applications, medical 
examination records, all records respecting policy loans and liens. all fil 
reg ster cards, indexes, mailing lists, stationery supplies, all contracts, al! 
policy forms, any and all other records, documents and papers pertaining to 
the business of the Register Life, all filing cabinets and office equipment use 
in connection therewith, and all other office furniture, equipment and app! 
ances of every kind and nature used by the Register Life in the conduct 
its business. and as soon as possible deliver the same to the Company 

29. The Receiver will co-operate to the fullest extent in obtaining the con 
veyance of assets of the Register Life to the Receiver or the Company from al! 
ancillary receivers of said Register Life. but the Receiver assumes no respons: 
bility therefor, or for any acts or omissions of any ancillary receiver. Fro: 
time to time upon the reasonable request of the Company, after conveyanc 
of assets hereunder, the Receiver shall execute and deliver such documents of 
further assurance as the Company may reasonably request, including all papers 
and documents which may be reasonably necessary for the Company to enforces 
and enjoy any right or property to which it is entitled pursuant to the terms 
of his contract, or to vest in the Company full and complete title thereto in 
so far as the Receiver or the Register Life may have had such right or titk

Register Life Fund 


30. All assets delivered and sums paid by the Receiver or any ancillary 
receiver of the Register Life to the Company, together with all accretions 
thereto and all assets accumulated from income on the business reinsured 
and all reinvestments of any of such assets or accretions, adjusted by th: 
items credited or charged thereto, as provided in Paragraph 33. shall constitute 
and be designated as the Register Life Fund. So long as said Register Life 
Fund continues to exist under the terms of this agreement all assets comprising 
said Fund are to be identified and segregated from other assets of the Com 
pany, to the end that the same may at any time be traced and identified as 
part of said Fund, as contrasted with assets acquired independently of this 
agreement. The identification and segregation shall be in the manner and 
form prescribed by the Court, or. until the Court so prescribes, then in the 
manner and form prescribed by the Commissioner; or, until he so prescribes, 
in the manner and form determined by the Company, No transfer of any 
assets at any time without approval of the Commissioner shall be made between 
assets in the Register Life Fund and other assets of the Company, and with- 
out such approval no investment of monies from the Register Life Fund shall 
be made directly or indirectly in any investments of the Company. The 
Register Life Fund shall not be subject to any demands by other policyholders 
of the Company or by other creditors of the Company. 

As elsewhere in this agreement provided, policies subject to lien and assumed 
shall become unlimitedlv (except for any final lien which may be determined) the 
obligation of the Company on January 1, 1949, or as such sooner time as the 
lien upon all of the policies shall be*completely removed. On January 1, 194°, 
or upon such earlier date as the lien upon all policies shall be completely 
removed, the Register Life Fund and the obligation to segregate the assets 
therein shall cease to exist and the assets therein shall become a part of the 
general assets of the Company, but the provisions of this contract thereafter 
applicable shall continue. 

The managment of the assets derived by the Company pursuant to this agree- 
ment, and the performance of this agreement generally, shall be subject to 
the supervision of the Commissioner, the expense of such supervision to be 
detrayed out of the Register Life Fund, who shall have with respect thereto 
the same powers and duties as those conferred upon him with respect to 
insurance companies organized under the laws of the State of Iowa, and such 
other or further powers as may from time to time be prescribed by order 
entered in this Cause No. 30156, provided. however, that the powers of the 
Commissioner from whatever source derived may be modified by the Court. 

It is recognized that endeavor should be made to attain for each asset an 
amount equal to or, if possible, greater than the appraised price placed thereon 
by the appraisers in accordance with this contract as the same may be from 
time to time modified. The Company will not during the term of this contract 
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sell, exchange, transfer or dispose of any of the assets of which the Register 
fund is comprised at less than such appraised values or subsequent modifica- 
ne thereof, except with the consent of the Commissioner as hereinafter 
provided, 

fhe appraised values of any of the assets of which the Fund is comprised 
may be changed as of December 3lst of any year commencing with December 
j "1935. and on December 31, 1935, and on December 3lst of each subsequent 
vear. there shall be included in the inventory and appraisement any assets 
vequired by the Fund and not previously inventoried and appraised. In order 
ty effect such change, either the Company or the Commissioner may notify the 
other of any changes recommended. Such notice, in order to be made effective 
1s of December 3lst of any year, must be given on or prior to the preceding 
November Ist. The value to be fixed to each asset shall be such as may be 
eed upon between the Company and the Commissioner between November Ist 
d December Ist. If on December Ist the value has not been agreed upon, 
the question of the proper value shall then be submitted to the Court for 
ictermination, and the value as fixed by the Court shall until further moditi 
eation be the appraised value of the asset or assets in question. 

Each year the changes in the currently effective appraised valuation shall 
be incorporated in a written report captioned under the title of said Cause 
N wi56 and shall within thirty (350) days after the effective date of such 
nanges be filed with the Clerk of the District Court, Scott County, Iowa, 
ind shall be subject to revision by the Court.

Advances by the Company 


32. If the Company at any time shall advance any sums of money to 
enable it to carry out any provision Of this contract the Company, with the 
consent of the Commissioner, may segregate appropriate c llateral therefor from 
the Register Life Fund as a pledge for such advance The Company shall be 
reimbursed for such advances out of the Register Life Fund, with interest 
thereon at the rate of five per cent (5%) per annum from the date when 
each such amount was so advanced to the date when it shall be re.mbursed 


Annual Report and Accounting 


3 Until the complete discharge of the lien or December 31, 1948, whichever 
is the first to occur. the Company will keep accurate and complete the records 
f said Register Life Fund and of all of the Company's transactions relating 
to the business reinsured and assumed by this contract The Register Lite 
Fund account shall be credited with 

(a) all sums paid by the Receiver to the Company; 

(b) all assets to which title is conveyed by the Receiver or any Ancillary 
Keceiver to the Company: 


(c) all income received from the business reinsured:; 

(ad) all income received from the assets transferred 

(e) all capital gains from any disposition of the assets transferred: 

(f) any commissions on converted term policies as provided in Paragraph 
hereof 


Said account will be charged with 

(a) all payments made in accordance with the provisions of any policy 
reinsured, as modified by the terms of this contract Such charges shall 
include the full amount paid in connection with death claims on which liens 
ind interest are waived and all amounts paid in cash in connection with re 
duction in liens and payments under participation certificates; 

(b) reinsurance premiums applying to the business reinsured: 

(c) agent's commissions and field conservation expense paid in accordance 
With the provisions of Paragraph 35 hereof; 

(qd) all taxes on the business reinsured;: 

(e) the allowance for adminstrative expenses provided in Paragraph 34: 

(ft) All expenses incurred and disbursements made in connection with the 
administration, management. conservation, rehabilitation and liquidation of the 
assets in the Register Life Fund; 

(gf) all capital losses sustained in connection with any assets in said 
Register Life Fund. 

The words “‘business reinsured’’ as used in this Paragraph 33 shall include 
policies of the Company exchanged for Register Life policies in accordance 
With the provisions of Paragraph 36. 

Expenditures incurred solely with respect to any assets in the Register Life 
Fund shall be charged in their entirety to such Fund: expenditures incurred 
partly with respect to such Register Life Fund, and partly with respect to 
the other assets of the Company, shall be pro rated and there shall be charged 











to said Register Life Fund the pro rata share of such expenditures determined 
by the proportion thereof which the total mean assets of the Register Life 
Fund bears to the total mean assets of the Company. 

Notwithstanding any other provision of this Agreement, if by operation of 
law or any judicial decision or decisions the Company shal] be compelled or 
required to pay any other, greater, or additional amount than is contemplated 
or specifically provided by the terms of this Agreement, on account of any 
contract, obligation, conduct or transaction of said Register Life, payments so 
made shall be a charge against the Register Life Fund and shall be payable 
and paid’ from the accumulations, earnings and assets of said Register Life 
Fund. 

The Company shall prepare as of December 31, 1934, and as of December 
Slst of each year thereafter until and including December 3lst of the year 
in which liens are finally removed, but not in any event after December 31, 
1948, in the form prescribed by the National Convention of Insurance Com- 
missioners, a statement of the receipts, disbursements, assets and liabilities of 
such business showing the net gains and losses, which statement will be filed 
With the Commissioner of the State of Iowa. Nothing contained in this 
paragraph shall be deemed to modify the provisions of Paragraph 15 regarding 
the method of valuing assets. The approval of said statements by the Com- 
missioner shall be deemed to constitute acceptance of the accounting shown 
thereby and shall be final and binding upon all persons interested or con- 
cerned and upon all holders of policies reinsured hereunder. 


Allowance for Administration Expenses 


34. Recognizing that until there has been some experience as to the cost 
of administering the particular assets and business involved in this contract 
there can be no accurate basis for determining the allowance te be made there- 
tor: and recognizing that such cost will doubtless be heaviest in the early 
years of operation hereunder, it is agreed that during the period of two 
years commencing January 1, 1935, the Company shall receive for administra- 
tion expenses incurred in administering the business of the Register Life an 
annual expense allowance of Two Dollars (2.00) per thousand on all policies 
of insurance except policies on extended insurance, and One Dollar (1.00) 
per thousand on all policies of extended insurance. The expense allowance for 
the balance of the year 1934 shall be fifty per cent (50%) of the annual ex- 
pense allowance above provided. At the expiration of the two year period be- 
ginning January 1, 1935, the amount or basis of the expense allowance shall be 
subject to revision by the Commissioner or by the Court in the light of the 
experience during said period. During the year 1934 the expense allowance 
provided for shall be based on the amount of insurance in force as of the date 
of receivership, except that no allowance shall be paid to the Company on 
policies in force at the date of receivership, the holders of which ‘elect not 
to accept the benefits of this contract by dissenting in the manner provided 
for in Paragraph 45. The expense allowance for the calendar year 1935 and 
each succeeding calendar year thereafter, while this contract is in force. shall 
be bhased upon the amount of insurance in foree on the first day of such 
eslendar vear and shall include policies of the Company exchanged for Register 
Life policies in accordance with the provisions of Paragraph 36. Payment of

Agents and Conservation 


35. The Company does not assume any obligation under any contract here- 
tofore made by the Register Life with any agent (regardless of classification), 
manager, or supervisor, or with any other person or persons for personal service. 
However, the Company may enter into a new contract with any former agent 
of the Register Life cr any other agent for the purpose of conserving the 
business reinsured upon terms and conditions mutually agreeable. The Com- 
pany may without written consent of the Commissioner pay to such agent or 
agents under such conditions as it may prescr.be a renewal commission as an 
expense of the business reinsured at a rate not to exceed five per cent (5%) 
for not to exceed nine (9%) annual premiums after the effective date of this 
contract, and thereafter, upon the same condition, a collection fee of not to 
exceed two and one-half per cent (2% %) of such premium. 

The Company may in its discretion withhold and apply any renewal com- 
mission which becomes payable to any former agent of the Register Life upon 
any indebtedness due and owing from such agent to the Register Life. 

For the purpose of conserving and keeping intact as far as practicable the 
business reinsured, the Company with the written consent of the Commissioner 
may expend all amounts reasonably necessary for commissions to agents, or for 
services in field conservation, provided, however, that the amount expended, 
including collection fee and agents’ commissions, shall in no event exceed 
the following percentages of premiums collected: During the period ending 
December 31, 1935, not to exceed seven and one-half per cent (7% %) of the 
total premiums collected on Register Life business after April 7, 1934, and 
prior to the close of business on December 31, 1935; from December 31, 1935, 
to December 31, 1943, not to exceed five per cent (5%) of the total prem- 
iums collected on Register Life business during that period; after December 
31, 1943, not to exceed three per cent (3%) of the total premiums thereafter 
collected on Register Life business. 


Exchange of Policies 


36. If the insured named in any policy reinsured hereunder shall during the 
life of this agreement make application to the Company to have his policy ex- 
changed for a new policy issued by the Company on its own form, such new 
policy to be free from the lien provided in this contract, the Company may 
issue such new policy for an amount equal to or less than the amount of the 
original policy of the insured reinsured hereunder and credit thereto any 
amount to which the insured is then entitled under the terms of this contract. 
Un such exchanged policies fhe Company may pay to any of its own agents 
or to any former Register Life agent a first year commission not exceeding 
seven and one-half per cent (7%%) and renewal commissions not exceeding 
seven and one-half per cent (7% %) per annum for a period not longer than 
nine (9) years, Such exchanged policies shall be considered Register Life 
policies and all transactions affecting such policies shall be credited to or 
charged to the Register Life Fund. Any additional insurance issued by the 
Company on the same life in excess of the original amount of insurance 





carried by the Register Life at date of receivership, shall not, however, he 
treated as Register Life business, nor shall any policies exchanged for Reg. 
ister Life polec.es in connection with which exchange no net equity has been 
credited on the exchanged policy, be considered as Register Life business. 

The Company undertakes that it will exercise discretion and circumspection 
in the rewriting or exchange of policies and will limit its assent thereto to 
cases where it in good faith believes the condition of the policy or th. 
holder thereof justifies such exchange or it is necessary in order to conserve 
the business. 


Conversion of Term Policies 


37. Policies in force in the Register Life as convertible term policies on 
the date of receivership shall be considered as Register Life policies only for 
such period as such policies continue in force as term insurance, and for suc} 
period profits thereon shall be credited to the Register Life Fund. Ti. 
Company w:ll allow the conversion of such policies to any permanent form o! 
policy issued by the Company with a premium equal to or greater than the 
ordinary life policy at the attained age of the insured in accordance with the 
privilege to convert at attained age contained in the Register Life policy, but 
without evidence of insurability. Such converted policies shall not be con 
sidered Kegister Life policies, but the Company shall credit to the Register 
Life Fund commissions at the rate of five per cent (5%) of each premium 
collected in cash during the existence of the Register Life Fund on such con- 
verted policies, but in no event for a period to exceed nine (9) years. 


Home Office 


38. If the Company shall use any space in any building which shall con 
stitute a part of the Register Life Fund, it shall pay from its own funds 
and not from the Register Life Fund a fair and reasonable rent therefor 
except that the amount of such rent which constitutes an investment expense 
in accordance with the provision of Paragraph 33, shall be charged to the 
Kegister Life Fund. The amount of such rent shall be agreed upon between 
the Company and the Commissioner before such possession is taken. Nothing 
contained herein shall be deemed to require the Company to pay rent for 
space in any such building which may be occupied by it for a period prior to 
December 31, 1934, with the written permission of the Receiver. 


Withholding of Assets 


39. In order that no preference shall arise in favor of policyholders in any 
particular state by reason of the accident of location outside of Iowa of assets 
of the Register Life not deposited with any state department or official, it is 
stipulated that if any officer or department of any state or the courts of any 
state or any ancillary receiver or other appointee of any court shall withhold 
from the Receiver or the Company, or refuse to deliver to the Receiver or the 
Company possession of any such assets formerly owned by the Register Life. 
then and so long as such withholding or refusal of possession shall continue. 
the Company, in its discretion may, but shall not be required to, apply 
against the net equities of any policies heretofore issued in said state by the 
Register Life, or issued by another Company in said state and assumed by the 
Kegister Life, or on the life of any persons now a citizen or resident of such 
state, a lien in addition to that provided by Paraghaph 8. of this agreement, 
of such percentage that the total additional Hiens so applied shall equal in the 
aggregate the value of the property so withheld if such property shall be of a 
value equal to or less than the total net equities of such policies. If the 
aggregate value of the property so withheld shall be in excess of the net 
equities of the policies in said state, then the total liens applied under this 
contract shall equal the total net equities on such policies. Such lien shal! 
remain in force so long as such property shall be so withheld and shall be 
applied and administered in all respects as provided in this contract with 
respect to the initial lien created by Paragraph 8 of this agreement except that 
such additional lien and accrued interest thereon shall not be waived on death 
claims in the manner provided in Paragraph 11 of this agreement but on the 
contrary shall be deducted from any settlement on any policy affected thereby. 


Notice 


40. The Receiver shall mail promptly to the insured named in all supple- 
mentary contracts and policies in force at the date of receivership, and any 
assignees thereof of record, a printed copy of this contract, as executed, to 
which the Company may attach its certificate of assumption, inserted in an 
envelope, first-class postage prepaid, addressed to the name and address of 
each of the persons aforesaid last shown upon the records of the Register Life 
By assignees of record is meant assignees appearing upon the records of the 
Register Life at its Home Office, 


General Provisions 


41. It is understood that the Company does not assume any liability of any 
character or description to nonpolicyholder creditors of the Register Life. The 
provisions of this agreement shall be a complete and adequate defense by the 
Company to any action which may be brought by such creditors aforemen- 
tioned. It is specifically understood that the Company does not assume any 
liability of any character or description of the Register Life except as in this 
agreement expressly provided. ; 

42. Nothing in this contract shall obligate the Company, either in its own 
account or in the Register Life Fund, to maintain any reserve, legal or other- 
wise, to provide for the waiving of liens »%r interest thereon. 

43. The Company may continue or replace any reinsurance agreement be 
tween the Register Life and any other Company which is assigned to it and 
may either reduce the amount upon any life which is so reinsured or increase 
such amount either under the exfsting treaties or under additional treaties, 
provided that the Company shall not reinsure for its own account any part 
of the retention of the Register Life in any policy on the date of receivership. 

44. The Company shall have the right to collect any sum of money which 
after the date of receivership became or may hereafter become due under the 
terms of any policy but has not been paid to the Receiver or to the Register 
Life. Any sum paid to the Receiver and by him paid to the Company and 
any sum paid to an ancillary Receiver of the Register Life and by him paid to the 
Keceiver or to the Company within 60 days from the effective date of this 
contract, shall be credited to the policy as though the same had been paid 
directly to the Company on the date same was paid to the Receiver, or the 
ancillary Keceiver, as the case may be, provided the Company may at any 
time within ninety (90) days after the date on which any such sum of 
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money is so paid to it, return the same to the person making such payment 
to the Receiver or ancillary Receiver, in any case in which the Register Life 
would have had the right to return or to refuse to accept the same. 

In the event any sum so paid to an ancillary Receiver shall not be paid 
by the ancillary Receiver to the Receiver or to the Company within sixty (60) 
days from the effective date of this contract, without any deduction whatso- 
ever. the payment to the ancillary Receiver shall have no force or effect as 
against the Company. The payment of any sum withheld from the Company 
by an ancillary Receiver may be made directly by or on behalf of the policy- 
holder to the Company within forty-five (45) days after the expiration of said 
sixty-dlay period, and in the event payment is made within said period it 
shall be as effective as though the same had been paid directly to the Com- 
pany on the date the same was first paid to the ancillary Receiver, provided 
the Company shall have the same right to return the money so paid as 
he anabove provided. 

is. No holder of any policy or contract issued or assumed by the Register 
Lite. who shall be deemed to have assented to or become bound by the pro- 
visions of this contract, shall have any right, security, lien or preference over 
other assenting policyholders not accorded by this contract or any amendment 
made in pursuance hereof, regardless of whether such right, security, lien or 
preterence shall be claimed (1) by reason of the laws or statutes of any 
state giving or purporting to give to policyholders resident therein any right. 
security, lien or preference over that of policyholders generally, or (2) by 
reason of any deposit of property made with the Insurance Department of any 
state, or any officer of any state for the benefit of the holders of certain 


policies or contracts, or as the reserves under certain policies or contracts, or a 
portion of such reserves or to insure the payment of claims under certain 
policies, or (3) for any other reason whatsoever, Every person entitled to 


accept any benefit under this contract shall be considered as assigning to the 
Company for the benefit of the Register Life Fund, all his claims against the 
Register Life, and the benefit of any right, security, lien or preference, whether 
of the character hereinbefore in this paragraph specified, or otherwise, to which 
he may be entitled by reason of his claims, and also as so assigning all 
interest to which his claims may entitle him against all of the assets of the 
Register Life, whether located in Iowa or elsewhere, unless he shall file a 
claim (which shall not be withdrawn in accordance with the provisions 
heremafter contained) with the Clerk of the District Court of Iowa in and 
for Scott County, as provided in the order of Court entered in the above 
entitled cause approving this contract, by filing with said Clerk a sworn proof 
of claim and delivering to the Receiver a true copy thereof, within sixty (60) 
days from the date of the entry of the order approving this contract. All 
such persons so filing claims are in this agreement referred to as dissenting 
policyholders. The filing of a claim in accordance with the order of Court 
atorementioned by any dissenting policyholder shall remove the policy or con- 
tract in respect of which such claim shall be filed and the claim of all 
persons under said policy or contract from the benefit of this agreement, and 
shall constitute an election on the part of such policy or contract holder and 
his beneficiary and all persons claiming under him, not to receive the benefits 
of this contract unless such claim shall be withdrawn as hereinafter provided 
rhe election aforesaid shall be irrevocable unless within sixty (60) days from 
the date of the expiration of the time for filing claims as fixed in said order 
the claim shall be withdrawn by the claimant with the written consent of 
the Company, in which event such policy or contract and the persons interested 
in the benefits thereunder shall be entitled to the benefits provided for and 
shall be bound by this contract. The Company, for the benefit of the Reg- 
ister Life Fund, shall be entitled to assert and prosecute its claims as such 
assignee and shall be subrogated to all rights, claims, securities, liens or 
preterences of all holders of policies or contracts issued or assumed by the 
Kegister Life, who so assent to or become bound by the provisions of this 
contract and the Company shall be entitled to assert and obtain in such 
manner as it may see fit, any right, security, lien or preference to which the 
holders of policies or contracts issued or assumed by the Register Life who 
shall so assent to or become bound by the provisions of this contract, would 
have had. All of the assets of the Register Life (other than the amounts 
provided to be withheld or applied pursuant to clauses (a) and (b) of 
aragraph 26 of this contract) together with the premiums due after date of 
receivership provided to be paid and delivered to the Company pursuant to 
the terms of this contract, shall be delivered to and received by the Company 
for the benefit of the Register Life Fund as the assignee of all holders ot 
policies or contracts issued or assumed by the Register Life who shall accept 
the benefits of or become bound by this contract, and in consideration of the 
assumption by the Company of the obligations on its part to be kept and 
performed pursuant to the terms of this contract. Nothing in this para- 
graph shall be deemed to define as a dissénting policyholder. a policyholder 
who requests the return to him, by the Receiver, or any ancillary Receiver, of 
any premium paid by him to the Receiver or any ancillary Receiver, after the 
date of receivership. Any policyholder who has paid a premium to the Re- 
ceiver or any ancillary Receiver, after date of receivership, may request the 
return of such premium and with the approval of the Court, the Receiver 
or ancillary Receiver, may return such premium to such policyholder and such 
policyholder may elect to accept all benefits of this contract which would 
have been available to him had such payment of premium not been made. 

16. The Receiver is bound by the provisions of this agreement only in his 
capacity as such Receiver. All undertakings and warranties herein contained 
are made by the Receiver only in his said capacity and to such extent as he 
has authority to make same and there is no warranty of authority on the 
part of the Receiver to make the same. No personal liability on the part of 
said Receiver is assumed under this contract. 

47. The date the Court enters its order finally approving this contract shall 
be the effective date thereof. It is agreed that in no event shall the Com- 
pany be required to pay any sums as provided in the contract until ninety 
(90) days after its effective date. If the Receiver fails to deliver to the 
Company within 75 days from the effective date of this contract premiums 
Paid to the Receiver or cash or marketable securities to which the Company 
is entitled under the provisions of this contract, in a sum equal to 150% of 
the amount necessary to enable the Company to make all payments which it 
herein obligates itself to make within 90 days from the effective date of this 
contract, any delay in such delivery beyond said period of seventy-five (75) 
days shall result in an equivalent extension to the Company of time to make 
such payments. This contract may be amended at any time during the re- 
ceivership, by the consent of the parties hereto, with the approval of the 
Commissioner and the Court, and after the termination of the receivership at 
any time during the term of this contract, by an agreement between the Com- 
missioner and the Company, with the approval of the Court, 








A Hotel Policy That Yields 
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48. This agreement and all rights, duties and obligations hereunder shall 
inure to the benefit of and be binding upon the respective parties hereto, their 
several successors and assigns. . 

49. The Company acknowledges that it is now a party to Cause No. 30156 
pending in the District Court of the State of Iowa, in anid for Scott County, 
and that said Court now has jurisdiction of it and the subject-matter of this 
agreement. Such jurisdiction shall be retained (notwithstanding the Receiver 
appointed in said Cause may be discharged) until the lien provided for herein 
is fully discharged or is permanently fixed, whichever shall first occur. Such 
other and further orders, judgments and decrees as may be entered in said 
Cauge No. 30156 touching upon or relating to the subject-mafter or the per- 
formance of this agreement shall be effective (subject to the right of review 
or appeal as in other cases) without any steps for re-acquiring jurisdiction by 
service of process or otherwise.
